AUTHORSHIP OF “BENNY HAVENS, OH!” 

New claims for the authorship of “Benny Havens, 
Oh!” were made in The Bray, organ of the Corps of 
Cadets, U.S. Military Academy, in its issue of April 13. 
“The current story, as every one knows, has been well 
related by Captain Richardson, 2d Cav.,” it says. “In 
his account of the song he gives us what has been hith- 
erto considered as an established fact, namely, that 
Lieutenant O’Brien, 8th Inf., wrote ‘Benny Havens, 
Oh!” He goes on to state that from time to time verses 
were added to commemorate those who had fallen in 
battle. In his book he quotes some verses, several of 
which were evidently inspired by the Mexican and Semi- 
nole wars. So much for the current tradition. 

“Capt. Henry Metcalfe, U.S.A., class of 1868, in a 
recent, letter, has brought forward some facts which seem 
to give the authorship of ‘Benfiy Havens, Oh!’ to his 
father, the late Dr. John T. Metcalfe, class of 1838.” 
The Bray then quotes from Captain Metcalfe’s letter and 
from one to him from Dr. Edward B. Bronson regard- 
ing the authorship of the song. Captain Metcalfe says: 
“It was well known to many of the old-time graduates 
(to the late Colonel Kendrick, for example) that the 
writer of ‘Benny Havens, Oh!’ was my father, Dr. 
John T. Metcalfe, class of 1838. He wrote a few of the 
verses to what was then a popular air, “The Wearing 
of the Green.’ In some way the credit was assigned to 
O’Brien of ‘Tampa’s Lonely Shore’ fame, who probably 
added many verses to those originally written. Now 
that which was but a happy thought has become, in a 
measure, a cult. and now that I am an old man it seems 
right that I should care for the ancestral tablet and 
make the claim through your columns.” 

Dr. Bronson’s letter to Captain Metcalfe is then 
quoted, in which he says that in 1869 he “had the curi- 
osity to see the home and hero of Dr. John T. Metcalfe’s 
famous song. There were a few persons Benny evidently 
remembered, and the one of all others, at the mention of 
whose name the clearest and most agreeable reminis- 
cences seemed to be aroused, was that of your father. 
Without doubt he recognized the name, but just who or 
what he was I fear the poor old remnants of his mind 
had but faint recollection. It was enough, though, that 
something in your father’s personality had left impres- 
sions, and agreeable ones, more lasting than all the rest. 
I can’t remember whether we talked of the song, ‘Benny 
Havens, Oh!’ We presumably did. We knew its au- 
thorship well, and it is possible enough that poor old 
Benny had not wholly forgotten it, either.” 

The Bray, commenting on this says: “The preceding 
paragraphs seem to indicate, without doubt, that John 
T. Metcalfe, of the class of 1838, did write the first 
verses of our Academy war song. From all available in- 
formation Lieutenant O’Brien was a popular and con- 
genial man in his day, and it is quite possible that 
through his singing ‘Benny Havens, Oh!’ and his adding 
verses thereto he gained the name of having composed 
the song in its entirety. We know that O’Brien visited 
West Point in the summer of 1838 as a British subal- 
tern; that is, after Metcalfe’s graduation. This. with 
the above meptioned possibility of his having added to 
the song, insures, beyond a doubt, that we have at last 
discovered the true writer of ‘Benny Havens. Oh!’ So 
let us give a cheer for Metcalfe. who composed our rally- 
ing song, and another for O’Brien, who augmented it.” 
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CONGRESS AND THE ARMY IN 1813. 

“What Congress was dving with the Army one hundred 
and seventeen years ago and how history repeats itself 
is shown.” writes a correspondent, “by an old copy of the 
Bristol Gazette, printed at Fairhaven, Mass., Jan. 29, 
1813.” In Congress, the Gazette records, the House had 
had under consideration a bill to supplement the act 
passed at the previous session “to raise an additional 
military foree,” the object of the current bill being to 
raise twenty regiments of men for one year” if deemed 
necessary by the President to the public service.” After 
some debate the House adjourned without action. At a 
session on Jan. 14, 1813, the House received a message 
from the Senate that it had passed a bill organizing a 
militia so that they might be called on “to repel in- 
vasions, execute the laws and suppress insurrections.” 
The Senate had also passed the Navy Pension bill and 
had concurred in a bill passed by the House “for the 
more perfect organization of the Army,” with certain 
amendments. This was referred to the Military Com- 
mittee. On Jan. 15, the House concurred in the amend- 
ments of the Senate to the Army bill. The principal 
amendment allowed recruiting officers to enlist militia, 
while in the U.S. Service, into the Army. The Gazette 
adds: “The $40 bounty is stricken out and is to be given 
to those who re-enlist as an advance on their wages.” 
The House in executive session took up and passed a 
bill making partial appropriations for the year 1813, 
amounting to $260,000. Later the Senate also struck 
out the $40 bounty and the motion to restore it was lost 
by 43 to 44 votes. 





On Jan. 19 a bill providing pensions “for persons 


wounded in the private armed vessels” was.taken up in 
the House. Representative M’Kim, of Baltimore, spoke 
in favor of privateers, saying that the duties on prize 
goods brought into Baltimore had amounted to $354,000. 
Representative Little -said that “if privateers were 
properly encouraged, they would ransack every port and 
harbor in search of the enemy.” The bill was recom- 
mitted. 

Under the heading “American Sentiment,” the Gazette 
says: “The toast of Commander Decatur drank at the 
sailors’ dinner ought to be responded to throughout the 
nation. When greeting our friends in a bumper let the 
toast be, ‘Free trade and no impressment.’”’ 

“Patriotism! The legislature of Ohio have appropri- 
ated $4,000 to purchase blankets, etc., for the relief of 
the troops under General Tupper. The recruiting ser- 
vice seems to be more brisk. Nearly sixty men have 
been enlisted in one week in Baltimore alone.”

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

The Life of Leonard Wood, by John G. Holme 
(Doubleday, Page & Co.: New York). The life of this 
distinguished American soldier is reviewed from the time 
of his birth until the close of the steel strike at Gary, 
Ind., where he was in command of the troops that occu- 
pied that city, and is told in a way that should interest 
readers everywhere. Of his appointment as military gov- 
ernor of the Philippines in 1899, the author asserts that 
the General “received the oddest and, at least in some 
respects, the most interesting order that any government 
has ever issued to an Army officer. He was appointed 
military governor of an island which had for four hun- 
dred years been a colonial dependency of one of the most 
reactionary monarchies on the face of the globe, and 


ordered to train its million and a half inhabitants for 
democratic self-government, do the job as quickly as he 
could, and. then come home. The appointment made him 


absolute ruler over the island and its inhabitants. He 
became a monarch in fact, if not in name. Wood finished 
the job in two years and a half and came home.” Else- 
where he says: “General Wood has never kept quiet in 
any job he has ever held in the U.S. Army during his 
thirty-five years of active service. When there was work 
to do he has done it, from chasing bad Indians all over 
our great Southwest, back in the ’80s, and over a good 
slice of Mexico’s northwest, to teaching Cuba how to 
rule herself. When he had nothing to do but run one of 
our Army departments, which practically run themselves, 
and draw his Army salary, he would pick up odd jobs, 


such as preaching preparedness for the late war and or- 
ganizing camps for the training of officers.” Extended 
reference is made to what the author declares were the 
“astonishing humiliations which the administration 
heaped on General Wood, seemingly as punishment for 
his activities in insuring American victory.” 

France and Ourselves, by Herbert Adams Gibbons 
(The Century Co.: New York). Most of the chapters 
in this book have appeared in various publications, 
chiefly in the form of matter contributed while the au- 
thor was in France during the World War and while 
the Peace Conference was in session in Paris. They 
are largely discussions of the intimate relationship be- 
tween the United States and France which have come 
about since this country entered the war. They include 
studies of the A.E.F., the work of Premier Clemenceau, 
the question of Alsace-Lorraine, the industrial trans- 
formation of France and the reconstruction of the north- 
ern part, the attitude of France toward peace, the ef- 
forts to increase the birth rate and to rehabilitate the 
national finances and other subjects of a similar nature. 

The Lone Scout: A Tale of the U.S. Public Health 
Service, by Edward Champe Carter (The Cornhill Co.: 
Boston). In a foreword Major Gen. W. C. Gorgas, U. 
S.A., observes that “the control of malaria is a matter 
of the highest importance in the United States, as it is 
everywhere that this disease prevails. The method of 
election is the prevention of the production of the 
anopheles mosquitoes by destroying their breeding places. 
Every agency that can help to that end should be util- 
ized. It is to the credit of Mr. Carter that he has origi- 
nated the idea of thus using the Boy Scouts.” The au-

simple Army map sketching outfit and used it as op- 
portunity offered, and others. The various kinds of 
maps are described, as well as the making of govern- 
ment maps, the method of map reading and how to sketch 
maps. What a topographic map shows, how to obtain 
information from a map, the uses of topographic maps 
in the field and other points affecting the making of 
maps of this description are set forth. An appendix 
contains a descriptive list of the principal topographic 
maps of the world, suggestions for a course in map read- 
ing and sketch mapping, and a bibliography. ‘There are 
many illustrations. Credit is given for the use of ques- 
tions based on notes prepared for Infantry and Field 
Artillery candidates at Fort Sheridan by Major Cromwell 
Stacey, U.S.A 


Aircraft Year Book, issued by Manufacturers’ Aircraft 
Association, Inc. (published by Doubleday, Page and 
Co., for the Manufacturers’ Aircraft Association, Inc., 
New York). The dramatic development of aerial navi- 
gation since the close of the World War is recorded in 
detail. In its 335 pages and 100 illustrations, maps and 
charts the Year Book embraces every phase of the air- 
craft and aircraft engine industry. The operation of the 
new aerial mail is described. A call is made to Ameri- 
can municipalities to establish air harbors, for without 
these terminals aerial navigation cannot hope to develop. 
The Army, Navy and Post Office flying services, it is 
pointed out, are co-operating in the dissemination of in- 
formation guiding municipalities planning to establish 
air harbors. Technical aerial developments made by the 
Army during the World War and since are related, as 
well as details concerning naval aircraft during and up 
to 1919. There are a number of photographs and other 
illustrations, as well as two large maps, prepared in con- 
junction with the Army Air Service, which show the 
routes actually flown over the United States and else- 
where throughout the world. The volume contains a 
chronology of aeronautics, an appendix concerning U.S. 
aircraft markings, Army Air Service ratings, the or- 
ganization of the Army Air Service, honors and awards 
to members of that Service, A.E.F., permanent airdromes 
in the U.S. and dependencies and in Mexico and emer- 
gency landings in the U.S. 


From Serbia to Jugoslavia; Serbia’s Victories, Re- 
verses and Final Triumph, 1914-1918, by Gordon Gor- 
don-Smith, with a preface by Dr. Slavko Grouitch, Min- 
ister of the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes 
to the United States (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). 
The story is told of what has befallen Serbia since 1914, 
perhaps the most tragic in all the story of the World 
War, not excepting Belgium. The work is in two parts, 
the first covering the operations from the Danube to 
Durazzo and the Germano-Austro-Bulgarian attack on 
Serbia, and the second the campaign on the Salonica 
front. The author condemns the Allies for not having 
come to Serbia’s aid when it was apparent that Bulgaria 
had fully determined to side with the Central Powers. 
He asserts that if the Salonica front had been reinforced 
by 200,000 men at the end of 1916 or in the early months 
of 1917 the war would have come to an end in six months. 
That it was dragged out till 1918, he says, is largely the 
fault of those responsible for this shortsighted policy. 
The whole world. he says. suffered by this terrible error, 
but most of all Serbia. The story of Serbia’s crucifixion 
has not yet been told, but what is already known is that 
the horrors of the Bulgarian occupation transcends be- 
lief. But the nation has had its reward. As the fruits 
of its victory eight millions of its brothers-in-race rallied 
around the Serbian Piedmont and Jugo-Slavia, long a 
dream, has at last become a reality. 


Complete files of the seventy-one issues of the Stars 
and Stripes, the official publication of the American 
doughboy in France, are reported to be so scarce that a 
collector recently paid more than $500 for a single copy 
needed to round out his collection. The ordinary soldier 
who enjoyed the paper overseas has no chance under 
present conditions of again looking over the “newspaper 
of the trenches” since the price of private files are out of 
all reason and since hardly any library in the country 
was able to secure an uninterrupted mail service with 
France during war days. Realizing the histdric value 
of this publication written on the firing line and by men 
who daily took part in the fighting operations, the A.E.F. 
Publishing Association have made a careful reproduc- 
tion of all of the issues and are bringing out a limited 
bound edition for the benefit of those who will value 
such a record of the war.

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ANOTHER UNITED AIR SERVICE PLAN. 

“To make more effectual provision for the aerial de- 

fense of the United States and to provide for the con- 
sentration of the national air strength,” H.R. 13803 was 
introduced by Chairman Kahn, of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on April 27. Its text is given on 
another page. In Washington military circles the bill 
is regarded as nothing less than the New bill, with varia- 
tions, but tending nevertheless to a united Air Service 
on the same lines as the measure which aroused such gen- 
eral opposition that Senator New withdrew it following 
debate upon one or two sections. : 

The Kahn Aerial Defense bill differs in two important 
essentials, one in creating a Bureau of Air instead 
of an executive Department of the Air; the other in that 
the Kahn bill makes no provision for air training in the 
Army and the Navy. A third, and still more important 
provision of the Kahn bill, would ensure the inclination 
of the united Air Service proponents to gain entire con- 
trol of aviation, by entrusting the Bureau of Air with 
everything, ‘including commercial control, and the Army 
and Navy would be shorn of every vestige of an Air Ser- 
vice and in time of war would operate in the air only 
as the Bureau of Air would grant it equipment and per- 
sonnel. The bureau, to be sure, “shall not engage in 
any aerial operation of a military or naval character” 
independent of the War or Navy Department, except 
when expressly directed by the President—in itself a 
wide exception. But the Bureau of Air is to control 
procurement, assignment and reassignment of all air- 
craft, accessories, flying fields, ete. 

Mr. Kahn in a statement issued on introduction of 
the bill said it provided that the Army and Navy have 
absolute control of Air Services necessary for the na- 
tional defense, and it was his view that at least thirty 
per cent. more could be done under his bill with the same 
appropriations now available to the Army and Navy 
for Air Services. And yet in Section 3 of the bill the 
President is authorized to transfer everything executive 
and administrative, all property, all appropriations, all 
established facilities and organization of all “executive 
or administrative departments, commissions, bureaus or 
agencies,” which ny “include the facilities of the Quar- 
termaster Corps of the Army and Bureau of Stores of 
the Navy”; and “the facilities of the Ordnance Corps, 
Signal Corps, Bureau of Navigation, Hospital and Medi- 
eal Services, and other services already provided by law 
for the Army and Navy and other departments.” There 
is nothing left, the Regular Services are to be stripped 
bare. In addition the personnel features of the bill pro- 
vide that the personnel is “to consist of commissioned 
officers, warrant officers, enlisted men, and civilian em- 
ployees,” not to exceed the strength now authorized for 
both the War and Navy air forces. But “no officer shall 
be permanently commissioned in the Air Corps unless he 
is a qualified flying officer or has had at least three years’ 
experience as a qualified flying officer,” so this commis- 
sioned personnel is to be exclusively on a flying status, 
meaning that the fliers will have it unanimously and no 
officer can become a member of this force in less than 
three years, though how he is to manage to get three 
years’ training is not specified in the bill. As the bill 
reads, such an officer would doubtless be required to 
eome in as an enlisted man with the hope of working up. 
But the veteran of eight months’ “experience in acro- 
nautics” during the World War, and now on duty per- 


taining to aeronautics, may be transferred forthwith. Ap- 
parently the bill would take every man in the Army and 
Navy AiréServices “at his request’ and put him in the 
Air Corps. 

In Section 12 it is provided “that the Bureau of the 
Air shall not engage in any aerial operation of a military 
or naval character independent of the War Department 
or the Navy Department except when such an opera- 
tion is expressly directed by the President.” How, 
under such a condition, is the Director of Air to “ad- 
minister the affairs of his office as will best serve the 
requirements of the national defense?’ This appears to 
be answered by the provision that “the War Department 
shall have charge of all aerial operations of an armed 
nature operating from land bases, and the Navy De- 
partment shall have charge of all aerial operations of an 
armed nature operating from the Fieet.”. The United 
States Air Corps, says Section 4, operating units “when 
assigned to the War and Navy Departments (by the 
President as Commander-in-Chief) shall be under the 
tactical and disciplinary control ‘of the respective de- 
partments while so assigned.” Surely, this is an admis- 
sion that the Army and Navy shall have no air services 
at all. -If the bill means what it says an Air Corps will 
control every incidental of aerial activity, military, ci- 
vilian and commercial, and in an emergency will be the 
only reservoir from“which the nation will draw such 
aerial defense as the conglomerate Air Corps provides. 
But the nation will be assured of one thing, a personnel 
that flies. “ 

While there is hardly a chance that this bill will come 
before the House before the approaching recess, there is 
no indication of a weakening of the forces that would 
ruthlessly tear away from the Army and Navy every last 
vestige of its personnel and equipment engaged in ad- 
vancing the country’s aerial defense. It is to be hoped 
that these forces will have come.to a new vision and 
will lend their thoughts and efforts to the purpose of 
achieving an unselfish simplification of the aerial ac- 
tivities of the country whereby it will be possible to 
really secure the maximum of service in peace ag well as 
in war. 

The bill provides for a Director of Air at $12,000 a 
year; a flying officer of the Army on the proposed board 
of control who shall rank a major general; a flying offi- 
cer of the Navy who shall rank as rear admiral; and a 
civilian member representing the Post Office and other 
departments who shall have equivalent salary and al- 
lowances, but not the rank; also for a chief of the aerial 
intelligence service and “United States air attachés.” 

The War and Navy Departments must bestir them- 
selves to match loosely drawn legislation of this char- 
acter with facts born of experience, and t6 be ready to 
refute its so-called economic measures so that the na- 
tional defense from the air shall not be impaired. 
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SHOULDER INSIGNIA OFFICIALLY ADOPTED. 


Secretary of War Baker, reversing the policy adopted 
in January, 1919, issued instructions to the Service on 
April 30 officially adopting the shoulder-patch insignia 
which was originated and developed by various units of 
the U.S. Army during actual hostilities in the World 
War. The Service will be informed in a forthcoming 
circular that “each Regular Army Division will wear the 
shoulder-patch insignia adopted by the division of same 
numerical designation during the World War. Every 
corps or service not a division, like the Motor Trans- 
port Corps or the Air Service, is authorized to wear the 
shoulder-patch insignia if they have adopted one, and 
where they have not adopted one, to submit designs for 
approval. So much of Circular 42, War Dept., Jan. 25, 
1919, as is contrary to this action is rescinded.” 

While this is a reversal of a policy enunciated more 
than a year ago, there was every reason for the adoption 
of the policy then which ordered the discontinuance after 
the demobilization of units of the wearing of the should- 
er-patch insignia, and for causing the casuals to remove 
the insignia upon arrival in the United States. It will 
be recalled that with the return of troops from overseas 
there were many instances where discharged soldiers 
showed little regard for the uniform or Army Regula- 
tions and decorated themselves with all manner of cords, 
ribbons, insignia, and not a few were seen with “the 
gold star of the first hundred thousand” inducted into the 
Service. The circular of Jan. 25, 1919, served to cor- 
rect this tendency to violate the uniform, so that at the 
present time the shoulder-patch is seen only on men in 
Army hospitals, undergoing physical reconstruction, and 
the provisional regiment, New York Guard. 

The policy now adopted by the Secretary of War will 
without doubt be warmly received throughout the Regu- 
lar Establishment, for officers and men have a pardonable 
pride in the things dear to them and which were born of 
the war, and they have shown a loyalty to their units 
which in every way has had a splendid influence for 
morale. The pride of wearing the insignia is aptly illus- 
trated in the cases of general officers who commanded 
divisions in France, many of whom during the past 
winter still wore the shoulder-patch on the sleeve of the 
uniform overcoat. Secretary Baker, moreover, might 
have gone a step farther dnd have approved of the de 
signs of shoulder-patch insignia devised in the Equip- 
ment Branch of the General Staff which, while retaining 
the original designs for the Regular divisions, were's@ 
colored that the tint used for background indicated the 
special unit in a division to which the wearer belonged. 
The Equipment Branch took the idea from the insignia 
of the 2d Division and improved it by using appropriate 
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colored cloth for the separate units. Perhaps the Secre- 
tary will reconsider these designs and authorize their 
adoption, thereby bringing about a uniformity lacking in 
the shoulder-patch insignia as they are, 
sia , 1 
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STATUS OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 

Strength of the Army.—The total estimated strength 
of the Army on April 27 was 223,963, including 16A72 
Officers and 207,491 enlisted men. The Regular commis- 
sioned strength on that date was 8,280. 

Resignations of Regular Officers.—Between Nov. 11, 
1918, and April 28, 1920, resignations of 2,490 Regular 
‘Army officers were accepted. 

Officers Holding Advanced Ranks.—On April 30 there 
were 1,865 Regular Army officers holding advanced rank. 
This number is twenty-three per cent. of the number in 
service and twenty-three per cent. of the number who 
held emergency rank on Nov. 11, 1918. 

Emergency Officers Discharged.—Between Nov. 11, 
1918, and April 28, 1920, 180,581 emergency officers were 
discharged from the Army. Of this number, 169,325, or 
ninety-four per cent. were below the grade of major, 
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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
are excellent, according to reports received in the Office 
of the Surgeon General for the week ending April 23. 
There is a slight increase in the admission and non- 
effective rates, but this is due to general causes and not 
to an increase in the the number of new cases of epidemie 
diseases. Fort Logan reports three new cases of pneu- 
monia, Fort Monroe two cases of diphtheria, and Camp 
Meade and Fort Sam Houston each report one case of 
scarlet fever. Sporadic cases of measles continue to be 
reported from many of the camps and stations probably 
due to the arrival of new recruits, but the disease is not 
epidemic at any station. Camp Taylor, with a strength 
of command of 7,637, for the third week in suécession 
reports seventeen admissions for measles. The death rate 
for disease, 3.8, shows a decrease from the preceding 
week, 4.3. There were thirteen deaths during the week, 
of which ten were reported as being due to tuberculosis, 
There were no deaths from pneumonia or any other com- 
municable disease except tuberculosis reported during the 
week. Among the American Forces in Germany the 
health conditions are satisfactory and but few cases of 
epidemic diseases are reported. There were nine admis- 
sions for influenza, two for diphtheria, two for pneu- 
monia, one for malaria, one for searlet fever and one 
for chickenpox reported during the week. There was 
one death from pneumonia. 
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Repucrne Moror TRANSPORT IN WASHINGTON. 


The Secretary of War has directed that motor 
transport and particularly passenger-carrying vehicles, 
in use in Washington, be reduced to a minimum. In 
carrying out his directions the following instructions 
have been issued: That all special assignments of motor 
passenger cars, except those to the Secretary of War, 
the Assistant Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff, 
be rescinded. That not to exceed ten cars and buses be 
retained in service in Washington for general purposes, 
That the motorcycle service be, discontinued and that a 
pool of six motorcycles be established to handle messages, 
Details of this arrangement will be issued later. That 
all assignments of motor trucks to bureaus be discon- 
tinued and that all requests for hauling be presented to 
the Motor Transport Officer, at his office, on the day 
prior to the required hauling; and that an express ser- 
vice be established, operating between bureaus. The de- 
tails of this service will be published later. That the 
necessary passenger-carrying vehicles be assigned the 
Motor Transport Officer, the Zone Supply Officer, and 
the attending surgeon, sufficient for their requirements. 
The above provisions will be put into effect as soon as 
practicable. The date upon which it will take effect and 
any necessary details involved will be announced by the 
Chief, Motor Transport Corps. 
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REPLACEMENTS FOR MEN ON FOREIGN SERVICE. 

Inquiry at.the War Department for definite informa- 
tion as to the probable return to the United States of 
units now on foreign service has been answered to the 
effect that all men who have had two years’ foreign ser- 
vice are being returned to this country upon their re- 
quest and replacements are being sent from among the 
non-commissioned officers and privates who have volun- 
teered” for foreign service. As to the Class 3 officers 
serving abroad, the War Department is not handling 
them as a class, and they will be retained according to 
the requirements of the Service and in accordance with 
recommendations for permanent appointments. Non- 
commissioned officers and privates now stationéd in the 
Philippine Islands are being returned to the United 
States as rapidly as == possible to replace them, 
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Mepicat Reserve Corps APPOINTMENTS, 
The recommendation of Major Gen. Merritte W. Ire 


‘Jand, U.S.A., Surgeon General of the Army, modifying 


the existing policy of the War Department so as to coms 
mission qualified physicians without War service in the 
Medical Reserve Corps in the grade of first lieutenant, 
has been approved by the War Department. Special 
Regulations No. 43 relative to making appointments in 
the Officers’ Regerve Corps will govern, Y 
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3p Division Horse Races at CAMP PIKE. 

Furthering the policy of the War Department and 
fostered by the Remount Association, the 8d Division 
Riding and Hunt Association on April 24, under ideal 
racing conditions, held their initial meet on a very fast 
track. Each of the eight events were run off with clock- 
work precision, due to the competency of the officials and 
the well schooled horses, which were in all cases cither 
government owned or the actual property of officers on 
duty with the division.

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German MepicaL History oF THE Wak. 

In an editorial on “The German Medical History of 
the War,” which appears in the April issue of The Mili- 
tary Surgeon, reference is made to the .prospectus of the 
official Medical History of the War, prepared by Lieut. 
Gen. Otto von Schjerning, chief surgeon of the medical 
eorps.of the German army in the field, which is to con- 
sist of nine volumes, the first of which is to appear in 
Berlin during the fall of the present year. This gives 
data as to comparative losses in the Medical Corps of 
the U.S. Army and in the German medical corps. As 
compared with U.S. medical losses during the World 
War, stated to be 182, the German mortality was 1,325 
for four years, or 332 per annum. The total losses of 
the German army up to May, 1919, was_6,888.870, of 
which 1,686,061 were losses by death (1,531,048 killed 
in battle; 155,013 died of disease), while 4,211,469 were 
wounded and 991.540 missing. The figures of the United 
States were 52,423 killed and died from wounds, 50,174 
died of disease out of a total loss of 318,993. Ti: Ger- 
man losses, the editorial points out, were therefore, ac- 
cording to the prospectus, over twenty times as heavy as 
our own. Out of an army which averaged over 5,000,000 
men in the four years of the war no less than 19,461,264 
men were reported sick, which shows the enormous dif- 
ference between the actual totality of sick between given 
periods, and the number of cases which have reported 
repeatedly to hospital. Nearly ten times as many men 
were killed in battle as died of disease. In spite of the 
long-standing German advantages in preparedness and 
in view of the enormous sick list, the number of wounded 
in battle and the number who died from wounds and dis- 
ease, the Military Surgeon. observes that itis doubtful 
if the German army enjoyed the medical and hygienic ad- 
vantages of the Allied armies, and while the German 
achievement on the scientific side is impressive, the 
settlement of questions of priority in regard to many 
discoveries claimed for German medicine by von Schjer- 
ning will be difficult of adjustment. Credit is given the 
German surgeon and author for indulging in no vitupera- 
tion or criticism of the medical services of the Allied 
powers. 
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Tur “Books ron Everysopy” MOVEMENT. 

Scores of letters from former Service men in all arms 
of the forces, requesting certain books or asking informa- 
tion how to obtain them, have been received by the 
American Library Association as a direct result of its 
war-time activities through which more than 7,000,000 
volumes were circulated among the men at home, over- 
seas and on the sea... Almost without exception the books 
requested are of a technical nature, indicating that the 
habit of reading and study which was acquired in thou- 
sands of cases during. the period of hostilities, fostered 
a desire for self-education that remained after the troops 
had come home and been discharged. This tendency to- 


ward self-education through books is strongly encouraged . 


by.the A.L.A. in its “Books: for Everybody” movement, 
for which a $2,000,000 fund is being raised by librarians, 
library trustees and friends of libraries without recourse 
to an intensive drive. This fund will carry on the work 
for at least three years. 
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Sratus or ArMy ASSISTANT BAND LEADERS. 

A perplexing situation has been revealéd through a 
query as to precedence of assistant band leaders and ser- 
geant bugler in the Army in the absence of the band 
leader, propounded by headquarters in a Southern camp. 
In the Tables of Organization the three grades are 
placed in this order: Band leader, assistant band leader, 
sergeant bugler. But in Army Regulations the assistant 
band leader and sergeant bugler are. placed in the-same 
grade, and precedence in the grade is based on dates of 
warrants. At the War Department it was stated: that-it 
was not desired to render a decision on the question, as 
new legislation when passed will, make a complete re- 
vision in the grades in the Army. Unofficially, it was 


the opinion that as assistant band leaders were provided ~ 


by law it was the intent of Congress that in-the absence 


of the band leader the assistant would ‘fill the vacancy, *: 
because the sergeant bugler is not a member of the band, 
but in charge of all regimental buglers and is usually 
assigned to duty as the colonel’s orderly. In any event, 
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the revision of Army Regulations now under way in the 
offiee of ‘Che Adjutant General will doubtless adjust the 
apparent discrepancy. . 
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INSTRUCTIONS ON SUBMISSION OF MANUSCRIPTS. 

For the information of all concerned, the Secretary of 
War on April 29 directed that whenever'a manuscript or 
suggested. revision is submitted by any one in the mili- 
tary service for publication, as required by Section IL., 
G.O. 82, War Dept., 1919, the letter of transmittal and 
recommendation in the case will be accompanied by a 
résumé of the contents of the manuseript, or of the prin- 
cipal points covered in the revision. ‘The résumé will 
be as short as compatible with its purpose, which is to 
present to the attention of all who act upon the matter 
the salient features of the subjeet matter of the manu-

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ENEMY ACTION ON Suyprrnc Durtnc Wortp War. 
From statistical data collected for the Navy Depart- 
ment it is shown that from August, 1914, to Nov. 11, 
1918, the period of hostilities in the World War, the 
losses of allied and neutral merchant and fishing ves- 
sels due to enemy action reached the total of 12.852,0y0 
gress tons. The submarine is credited with the greater 
part of the total loss, 11,154,000 gross tons, or eighty- 
seven per cent. Mines accounted for nine per cent. of 
the total, or 1,121,000 gross tons. Cruisers and raiders 
scored four per cent., or 569,000 tons, while aireraft were 
credited with 8,000 tons, or less than one per cent. The 
high mark in losses was in April, 1917, when the United 
States entered the war, reaching 881,000 gross tons, 
847,000 tons sunk by submarines and 34,000 by mines. 


PAYMENT OF MEss BILLS. 

Since an Army officers’ mess is a voluntary assoc!a- 
tion and supplics used by it are not to be paid for from 
an appropriation for the Army, an officer who pays for 
the supplies for such a mess and is not reimbursed can- 
not collect the amount he expended from the Govern- 
ment. The Comptroller gave this decision in the tase of 
a claim made by a former Army officer who while serv- 
ing with » Balloon Company in the A.E.F. in’ France 
spent 62.10 franes for supplies for the company mess on 
the promise of reimbursement by anether officer. 4 
Auditor had previously disallowed this elaim on the 
ground that “there is no authority for the reimbursement 
of debts | en officers of the payment of bills con- 
tracted by otlicers and not by the Government.”

NAVY’S CONDUCT. OF WAR. INQUIRY. 
ADMIRAL MCKEAN CONTINUES TESTIMONY. 


Rear Admiral Josiah S. McKean, U.S.N., continued 
his testimony before the sub-committee of the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs on April 28 in the inquiry 
into the Navy’s cenduct of the war. i He submitted a 
copy of a letter, dated June 1, 1918, from Admiral Sims 
to Vice Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly, Queenstown, in which 
Admiral Sims set ont the advantages of Brest over 
Qucenstown as a base for destroyers escorting American 
troopships to Brest, and also called attent.on to the 
sa.ling of four additional destroyers from the Azores to 
join the American. overseas foree, as well as the rapid 
construction of other vessels. Concerning the Navy's 
relation to policies Admiral McKean said: 

The Navy and National Policies. 

The Navy has nothing to do with the formutation o/  na- 
tional policies except when called upon tor iis tee vical advice 
by the Congress or the Administration, as to the Navy wich 
would be required to carry out any policy which Ure Govern- 


men. contemplates establishing. A case migbt vrise where 
the .adoption of a desirable, pelicy would be shuwa by ibe 
naval and mi. ar; experts to be too expensive in Army afid 
Navy that the tiovernment authorities would rather forcge 


the poliey than te stand the expense, Aiter the. adopiion o 


2 national poliey by the Gevernment, the Navy Depar. mnt 
should be informed of this policy, so ihat ii may- txke the 
necessary steps to provide an adequate Navy to moet the navy 
of that government or those governments with waese policies 
the adopted policy conflicts. In other words,.the Navy and 
Army should always he familiar with our pelicics and with 


the policies of foreign governments, with which our policies 
are lable to conflict. In this way, they, the Army and Navy, 
can determine the most probable enemy or enemies, and thus 
obtain a scientific premise on which to base the ¢stimates of 
_the Army and Navy neéded to defend our policies. 

In this connection the committee's attention is called to @ 
question asked Admiral Niblack whére it. was suggested that 
® naval officer might disapprove a national policy, and that 
such personal disapproval would affect. his action. I can 
imagine cases where an American Navy officer might not 
Gpprove a naffensl policy, but F-cannot imagine any case where 
he would disapprove, except by official recemmendations meade 
to his immediate official superior, and only then as a technical 
advisor to show his immediate official superior the dangers, 
difficulties, expenses, ete., of the policy referred to. 

Also, in this conmection the committee's aitentinn is called 
to the statement of Admiral Sims in reply to a quest:_a of cross- 
examination, pagé 301, last paragraph: “We naval officers 
have made up our minds to one thing, and that is this—that 
we will never go inte another war in the condition in which 
we went into this. Do not make any mistake about that.” I 
do not believe that even Admiral Sims, under the stress of 
cross-examination, meant. what he said. Further, I am sure 
that this expression does not and will not meet the approval 
of “we naval officers.” “We naval officers,” as I know them, 
are neither Prussian militarists mor bolshevisis. We have 
done as we were ordered. We will continue to do sa. That -is 
our job as_we understand it under our system of government. 

_ Discussing the question of organization, Admiral Mc- 
Kean said: “It is my opinion that the responsibilities of 
the Chief of. Operations should be definitely stated in 
the law and that the-authority conferred upon him should 
be co-extensive with these responsibilities.” There should 
lp: only one naval advisor of military matters to the See- 
etary, declared the Admiral, in order to prevent con- 
fusion and friction, and to fix the responsibility for the 
preparation of the Fleet and its war operation in the 
eyes of Congress and the people. Commenting on the 
question of a Naval General Staff; Admiral McKean 
presented the following: 

Opposition te Navy Gencral Steff. 

There has always been a great deal of opposition to a naval 
general*staff. This opposition is based on the theory that such 
a staff would weaken the control of the‘ civilian -Secretary. 
There are certain military functions whieh must be performed 
by some body of trained officers, such as the making-of war 
plans, thé training of the Fleet for war and its operatiox dur- 
ing war. It doesn’t make any difference: whether you~ call 
this body the “‘General Staff’ and its head the “Chief of Staff,” 
or whether you use its present name, *the “Office of Opera- 
tions,” and call its head the “‘Chief of Operations.” What- 
ever the name, the functions must be performed by someone, 

The fear that this body will dominate the Secretary is en- 
tirely unfounded. ~Their fumetions are limited to purely mili- 
tary matters, se technical that mo civilian Secretary, without 
any experiente, can’ be expected to be competent to handle 
them, It takes a naval officer a lifetimie even to try to iit 
himself for the job. The Secretary need have no 4ear ef either 
the organization or its head, for he ¢an at any time change 
the whole personnel over night. : 

Arriving at his conclusion, following nearly three 
years’ experience in. the Office of Operations, Admiral 
McKean said: “I am convinced that the law creating the 
Office of Operations should be revised so as to make the 


Chief of Operations fully responsible under the direc-° 


tion of the Secretary and the President for the Fleet’s 
development, maintenance, training and operation, and 
that he should be given the necessary authority and as- 
sistance to enable him to properly meet these responsi- 
bilities.” Enlarging on his proposed plan of reorganiza- 
tion of Operations, Admiral MeKean submitted tentative 
legislative matter in connection with his proposal, and 
he continued to outline his reorganization proposal thus: 
Reorganization of Office of Operations. 

He [the Chief of Opérations] should, while holding the 
office, be the senior admiral in the Navy, with the full pay and 
allowances of a neral in the Army, this to include proper 
transportation facilities for his personal semi-official and official 
use. His senior assistant, the “Assistant Chief of Operations,” 
should, for military reasons and efficiency, be during the time 
he holds the office the senior vice admiral in the Navy. The 
Chief of Operations should have assistants as follows: As- 
sistant for Personnel, Assistant for Material, Assistant for. In- 
spections, Assistant for Plans, Assistant for Communications, 
Assistant for Information (now Director of Office of Naval 
Intelligence), and Assistant for Naval Districts. The As- 
sistant for Personnel, Material, and Inspections should be 
senior to all chiefs of bureaus. 

The Chief of Operations should ez-officio be head of the Gen- 
eral Board, which board should be composed of his assistants 
who are heads of divisions, and in addition the chiefs of bu- 
reaus should be ez-oficio members.and should. be present at 
all discussions of general policies. The General Board should 
determine all naval policies, and when any of these policies 
have been approved by the Chief of Operations and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, they should then be taken up by the Plans 
Division of Operatiéns and worked” out in as much’ detail as 
the. information available and the conditions of the problem 
will permit. 

The war plans will show the Fleet i's organization, personnel 
and bases required. From this inf. «mation the. bureaus con- 
eerned can readily determine their requirements for new con- 


struction, maintenance, ‘additiotis to personnel, étc., etc., to -en- 


able them to carry out their part of the plan: This same in- 
formation will enable each of the bureaus to make up its esti- 
mates. By adding to the sum of the above estimates the ad- 
ministrative expenses, we have the annual. budget for the whole 
Navy, obtained in the same way that we now obtain the aero- 
nautical budget, and it would then be handled as is the aero- 
nautical budget; that is; by allocation of the Secretary of the 
Navy to the various bureaus. of sufficient funds te enable them 
to meet their part in the milifary plans. In this connéction 


the committee's attention is ‘called to.the great advantages of» . 


the aeronautical budget which has enabled te change ex- 
penditures as the changed conditions Sespaie’. ° 


Reversing Sims’s Opinion. 


Chairman Hale asked Admiral McKean if he had any 


suggestions to make concerning the reorganization of the 
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Navy Department, and the Admiral called attention to 
his statement in relation to fixing the responsibility for 
Operations: He submitted this statemé@#t, he said, for 
the purpose of informing the committee of the desira- 
bility of placing responsibility in Operations. Resum- 
ing his written testimony Admiral McKean touched on 
the strategy of the World War from an American view- 
point, stating that the World War, so far as the United 
States was concerned, was overseas, and required the ¢o- 
operation of the Army and Navy. Admiral McKean 
went into phases of transporting troops overseas adding: 

*““T think I am safe in stating that no officer of any 
army or in any navy would have believed that we, or any 
other nation could possibly have moved -2,100,000  sol- 
diers, 3,000 miles at sea in the face of enemy submarine 
activities without serious losses, and I, for one, am per- 
fectly willing to confess that I expected such losses.” 
Admiral MeKean further analyzed his earlier testimony 
oh the question of operations and the attending success. 
He declared : 

As everyone knows, we so succeeded in the movement of out 
troops that the armistice was signed on Nov. 11, 1918, when 
the Supreme Allied War Council had not expected to completely 
defeat the enemy before the spring of 1919. Therefore, from 
this point of view, instead of our having delayed the close of 
the war by four months, or any other length of time, we through 
the efforts of our Army and Navy, in advancing the date of 
the arrival in France of sufficient troops to defeat the Hun, 
had advanced the date of the close of war from, say, May 1, 
1919, to Nov. 11, 1918, or a period of about five and one-half 
months. Or to use the absurd figures used by Admiral Sims, 
we saved 3,000,000 tons of shipping, $18,700,000, and 625,000 
lives. This estimate of time is conjectural, buf no more sv 
than that of Admiral Sims’s four months’ delay, and is based 
on correct premises and on what actually happened and noi 
on incorrect premises and statements as to what anyone thinks 
might have happened. 

‘Admiral McKean completed his written testimony with 
a statement concerning Admiral Sims's duties in London, 
indicating that Admiral Sims was an assistant of the 
Chief of Operations with offices in London. “There is 
no doubt,” said Admiral McKean, “that Admiral Sims 
should have had additional assistance; much more than 
he had, as his duties expanded, but likewise, there is 
no doubt that we were all shorthanded, in Washington, 
in the Fleet, and in districts as well as in London.” Op- 
erations appreciated Admiral Sims's need for assistance, 
he continued, adding that after Admiral Benson went to 
London a number of officers, including Captain Schofield, 
head of the Plans Section, and Captains McNamee, Knox, 
Sexton and others, were sent over despite the fact that 
“every one of these officers was badly needed in the main 
office here.’ Their absence increased the work of the 
staff here and “this load killed our best man, others 
broke down from time to time and had to be given a rest ; 
but I never heard one of them squeal.” In further dis- 
cussion of Admiral Sims’s duties Admiral McKean stated : 


Sims “Assumed Broader Functions Than Intended.” 

It is my opinion that Admiral Sims dimself was responsible 
for a part of the difficulties of which he complains, in that he 
assumed broader functions and reached for higher powers than 
it was intended he should have. He was liaison officer, he was 
attaché, he did have the title and duties of the office ““Command- 
ing U.S. Naval Forees in European Waters,” he was our rep- 
resentative on the Allied Naval Council (which met monthly or 
as was deemed advisable). All of these summed up and each 
given its proper limit can best be expressed by one title, ‘‘Assis- 
tant Chief of Naval Operations with Office in London.” That is 
what he was, and that is all that he was. Had he so limited 
his functions as to bring them all within this title, he would 
not have gotten the erroneous impression that he now appar- 
ently holds, that is, that the Navy Department should have be- 
come a rubber stamp to register and file his decisions. 

What Operations wanted was his recommendations with his 
reasons for making them. Upon receipt of these recommenda- 
tions and reasons, Operations would, after giving full consider- 
ation to the policies of the State Department, the necessities of 
the War Department, the eondition of our industries, of our sea 
tonnage, of the Allies food supplies, of our fuel supplies, of 
our transportation and labor here at home, make its decision 
and leave the execution to him. This was absolutely necessary, 
as Admiral Sims could not know and did not know about home 
conditions, as shown by his testimony «bout the draft, etc.; 
further, it was not his business to know. 

In his testimony he suggests that all Allied appeals for help, 
which were made to the department, should have been made to 
him. How ludicrous this is when one knows that these appeals 
here in Washington from special missions in reference to every 
industrial produet known to our country became so numerous 
that in self-protection we had to have the Allies appoint an 
Allied Council to whom these various claims were presented, 
and the joint demands were then pooled, arranged in the order 
of their importance and presented by the Allied Council to our 
War Industries Board before they could be considered. 

The various departments, including the Navy Department, 
declined in many of these cases to even act as special attorney 
for a sister service before the War Industries Board on these 
matters. To have even considered them in London would, with 
the lack of information as to home conditions, have been ridic- 
ulous, and would have led to no result except confusion and 
disappointment. The volume of business done by the Office of 
Operations with the various other departments, State, War, 
Labor, Commerce, and Shipping Board, was such as to require 
numbers of private wires for direct and confidential communica- 
tion, and a record of the~messages exchanged with these various 
departments would compare in bulk even with the voluminous 
correspondence from Admiral Sims, although I hope it would 
not contain so many unnecessary repetitions. 

To sum up, it was and is my opinion that Admiral Sims was 
given as free a hand within his proper area of discretion as the 
conditions permitted and as was necessary for him to success- 
fully perform his various duties. His admirable performance 
of the job is the best evidence that can possibly be produced 
before the committee that he had the necessary authority to 
Meet his proper responsibilities. 


Cross-Ezamination of Admiral McKcan. 


Throughout his cross-examination on April 830 Admiral 
McKean did not digress from his previous testimony, in 
his answers to questions asked by Chairman Hale. Ad- 
miral McKean said that taken literally he would not 
agree with the statement made by Secretary Daniels that 
“the Navy was ready from stem to stern,” when war was 
declared, April 6, 1917. He maintained, however, that 
the statement was nothing more than a phrase. When- 
ever Admiral McKean submitted matterg to Secretar 
Daniels almost invariably, he said, quick action followed. 
On questions involving funds and appropriations to be 
obtained from Congress, Secretary Daniels necessarily, 
he said, had to be convinced that the expenditures were 
for important and essentiat preparedness measures. This 
action on the Secretary’s part caused no injury to the 
Navy, contended the Admiral, adding that “there was 
no procrastination on the Secretary’s part in meeting 
conditions in the war which demanded quick decision.” 
As he had said in his written statement, Admiral Mce- 
Kean believed that the Secretary had been wrongly ad- 
vised as to the personnel status of the Navy in 1914 by 
the then Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Had he 
been in charge of the Navy at the time of the sinking of 
the Lusitania, Admiral McKean asserted, he would have 
prepared the Navy for any emergency, adding that "the 
Lusitania was the Maine of this war.” The matter of 
defeating the German High Seas Fleet was a hypothetical 
and a theoretical question inasmuch as the American 
Fleet did not meet the enemy's fleet, although the Ameri- 
ean armada was ready for just that purpose. 

Admiral McKean stated that the British Admiralty 


did not want the American Fleet overseas early in the 
war, One reason for this was the shortage of- oil and 
the difficulty. attending transportation of this fuel over- 
seas. When the armistice was signéd, said Admiral Me- 
Kean, the Navy was indebted to England for 70,000 tons 
of fuel oil. ~ 

Admiral MeKean, answering a question by Senator 
Trammell, said that there were efficient and sufficient 
plans in his office for the prosecution of the war. “We 
kept our plans in our hats,” said the Admiral, “and we 
discussed them secretly.” In concluding his cross-ex- 
amination Admiral McKean deciared that the general 
conception and preparation for war, and the many inci- 
dental features attending the plans, Lad been well for- 
mulated and changed whenever necessary throughout the 
Navy and the Navy Department.

INFANTRY BOARD AT CAMP BENNING. 


The Infantry Board, Camp Benning, Ga., which was 
constituted by War Department order of Dec. 15, 1919, 
in a memorandum dated April 23, 1920, calls attention to 
the purpose of this board, which is to consider such sub- 
jects pertaining to Infantry as may be referred to the 
board by the War Department, and to originate and sub- 
mit to the War Department recommendations looking to 
the improvement of the Infantry service. The board, of 
which Col. C. S. Farnsworth, Inf., U.S.A., is president, 
wishes to make known its desire to receive help from any 
source whatsoever, and assures those interested that every 
communication will receive thoughtful and appreciative 
consideration. It is pointed out that outside of the in- 
trinsic value of finished work on any Infantry) subject 
that may be submitted by Infantry officers, the time 
spent in research and analysis of data or experiences is 
of great value to them personally in developing’ their 
power of reasoning to a logical conclusion. 

This Infantry Board, the memorandum states, is the 
first ‘and only agency so far created by the War Depart- 
ment, whose sole function is the consideration of “im- 
provement of the Infantry service.” When a chief of 
Infantry has been authorized and designated and his 
office is organized, the Infantry Board will no doubt func- 
tion directly under his control and supervision. 

_ The board is stationed at Camp Benning, Ga., the loca- 
tion of the Infantry School. When this school is fully 
functioning there will be among its personnel, field offi- 
cers, company officers, and enlisted men from every In- 
fantry regiment in the Regular Army, and officers from 
the National Guari and Reserve Corps. The Infantry 
Board will receive great assistance from its intimate per- 
sonal association with such representative Infantrymen. 

But this, it is added, is not sufficient. “The improye- 
ment of the Infantry service” is a matter of vital con-

thought and study on the part of every - 
man. Such thought and study should ie ideas and 
suggestions which would be of the utmost assistance to 
the board in meeting its inherent responsibility to the 
Infantry as well as its official pines sa gear tf to the War 
Department, and the board therefore asks for this as- 
sistance.

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ATLANTIC FLEET AT NEW YORK. 


Some sisty-four vessels of the United States Atlantic 
Fleet, under Admiral Henry B. Wilson, commander-in- 





chief, from Cuban waters, dropped anchor in the Hud- - 


gon river off New York city, between 59th and Dyckman 
streets, on the morning of May 1. The vessels were 
greeted by steam whistles of river craft and of factories 
along the water front and by thousands of persons in 
waiting to get a view of the fleet in the bright sunshine, 
which also came out as a welcome. As the warships 
steamed up from the bay and up the Hudson river to 
their allotted anchorage they presented a splendid appear- 
ance, with hulls freshly painted and with crews on decks, 
glad to get a look at New York. A number of airplanes 
circled around the fleet as it was moving up to its an- 
chorage. The ships maintained the most accurate dis- 
tances as they passed along and dropped anchor in nice 
precision. The vanguard of the fleet arrived at eight 
o'clock a.m., and comprised the destroyer squadron un- 
@er Rear Admiral Charles P. Plunkett. 

The battleships, led by the Oklahoma, Capt. N. E. 
Irwin, flanked by several destroyers, entered the Hudson 
a little before noon, and other vessels of the fleet fol- 
lowed. The Pennsylvania, the flagship of the fleet, Capt. 
L. M, Nulton, on board of which was Seeretary of the 
a a¥y Daniels and Admiral Wilson, was the fourth ship 

the column. As soon as the vessels were anchored no 
time was lost im permitting half the complement of each 
ship to go ashore on leave. .

During the run north an interesting steaming test was 
made by the battleships Utah, Florida, Delaware, North 
Dakota, Nevada, Pennsylvania and Oklahoma, each ship 
running on two-thirds boiler power for two hours. At 
the end of this_time the North Dakota. under Capt. T. 
J. Senn, was in the lead by about two knots, having 
made an average of twenty-two knots; the other ves- 
sels averaging between eighteen and twenty. During 
this speed test the Pennsylvania and Arizona demon- 
strated the value of oil as fuel by emitting no smoke 
from theif funnels under their combustion arrangements, 
a wost important element when it is desired to hide all 
tell-tale signs to an enemy. 

Winter Evercises of the Fleet. 


Admiral Wilson, in a statement made regarding the 
winter exercises of the fleet, which left the Southern 
drill grounds off the Virginia capes Jan. 8 for Cuban 
waters, said: “The time covering the schedule of exer- 
cises was divided into three general periods. First, 
there was a shakedown period in which ships might indi- 
vidually develop their crews and get them in condition 
for work as units of the fleet. Following this period a 
cruise of about one month was allowed for. In this time 
it was intended to visit interesting ports for reereation 
and liberty, and to show the men something of other 
countries ‘than their own. The third period was to be 
devoted to training the fleet in tactical exercises, engi- 
neering trials, short-range battle and director practices 
and athletics. 

“The commander-in-chief feels that the winter’s work 
has been valuable. Officers and men were confronted 
with many difficulties not usually met. An unusually 
large proportion of the crews was comparatively un- 
trained, and to carry on the work of the Ships and the 
fleet and to train these men brought an excessive amount 
of work upon the officers and the older men. It is with 
pride that the commander-in-chief looks upon the re- 
sults obtained by the earnest, conscientious efforts of 
these officers and older men, as well as upon the spirit 
with which the new men have entered into their duties. 

“The target practice was, in most respects, all that 
could be expected under these conditions. The steaming 
trials have resulted in a steady improvement in the abil- 
ity of ships to steam. There has been development in 
signals, in radio and in the various detailed duties of 
the ships’ companies. 

“The atheletic schedule was entered into with enthu- 
siasm and was a great success. The baseball champion- 
ship of the fleet was won by the Utah. The trophies 
for rowing and sailing races were well distributed, the 
Arizona being the largest winner. 

“Perhaps not many Americans are aware that at the 
United States naval training station on Guantanamo 
Bay, in southeast Cuba, the United States has developed 
extensive naval activities, including target practice. 

“The above program was designed to “sult in the 
gradual development of the fleet, a development made 
necessary by the extensive demobilization which took 
place following the war, by the large number of new 
men forming the crews of the ships, and by the long stay 
at navy yards during the summer of 1919. 

“The fleet, which has been exercising this winter in 
accordance with the schedule, consist¢d of battleships, 
destroyers, sukmarines, the air detachment and the train 
—the train being the group of supply ships, repair ships, 
fuel ships and tugs. 

‘Seven batt}-ships sailed with the fleet and were joined 
by the eighth, the North Dakota, at Bridgetown, Barba- 
dos, the Nortj: Dakota having been in European waters 
for a cruise after ing abroad the body of the late 
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Signor Cellere, the Italian Ambassador to the United 
States. The number of destroyers with the fleet in- 
creased during the winter, as new boats were built, until 
there were thirty-three. 

“The work accomplished by the fleet consisted, briefly, 
in training the new reservation is the center of the win- 
ter drill grounds of the Atlantic Fleet. In addition to 
facilities provided here for the strictly professional side 
of nayal work there is here one of the largest athletic 
fiekis, and its facilities are enjoyed to the full by the 
personnel of the fleet. The final boxing and wrestling 
contests for the championships of the fleet were held on 
the night of April 23. 

“In addition to visiting the British West Indies, about 
ten days were spent in the Panama Canal Zone. Here 
the authorities placed a daily train at the service of the 
fleet, and trips were made along the route of the canal 
to Panama City.” . 

The ships at New York have been visited by many 
hundreds of persons, and the officers and men allowed 
shore leave have been taking in sights and amusements 
all over the great eity. 

The vessels of the fleet will leaye New York, Monday, 
May 17, for Hampton Roads, Va., and on the run south 
there will be special trials among the battleships. They 
will put into Hampton Roads on May 22. From May 
24 to 29 there will be at putes at sea, in which 
naval airplanes will be utili to find ranges and an- 
The vessels will then go to Annapolis 
to remain during “June week” and the graduation exer- 
cises. On June 6 the vessels will put to sea for six days 
of tactical practice, followed by two days in port, then 
twelve days at sea again for big gun practice. 

On June 26 the Utah, Florida and North Dakota will 
sail for Portland, Me.; the Nevada for the Norfolk Navy 
Yard and the Delaware for the Boston Navy Yard. The 
Pennsylvania, Arizona and Oklahoma will proceed te 
New York, to be joined by the Utah and Florida. 

In the meantime the destroyer squadron will make 
Narragansett Bay their base and make week-end runs to 


‘various ports. Six destroyers left for Key West May 7, 


as noted elsewhere. 
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A RESERVE OFFICER'S PLEA FOR NAVY. 

Writing as “a Reserve officer on active duty from the 
day war was declared until last spring, sufficiently as- 
sociated with Navy officers and enlisted men, both of the 
Regular Establishment and of the Reserve Force, to 
know their feelings.” Frederick A. Savage, of Balti- 
more, Md., recently addressed letters to the Maryland 
members of the Senate and House Naval Committees, 
urging the need for increase in Service pay. Following 
are extracts from his patriotic appeal: 

“I know that never was there such a general] lack of 
enthusiasm and such dissatisfaction. When officers are 
resigning at an unheard of rate; when enlisted men are 
almost unanimously refusing to re-enlist; when men 
whose enlistments have not expired are deserting, the 
nation is confronted with a situation which demands im- 
mediate Congressional action. The answer is to pass the 
pay bill, and to pass it quickly, in order that the losses 
may not reach proportions of utter demoralization. 

“The situation among the officers is bad enough. Do 
you realize that the Navy is short about fifty per cent. 
of the Regulars allowed by law and that with the tem- 
porary officers and the Reserve officers now on duty the 
Navy has only about sixty-six per cent. of the allowed 
compliment. The situation among the enlisted men is 
far worse. The old men are not re-enlisting and the 
caliber of new men is not up to the old standards by 
numbers, to say nothing of quality. Do you realize that 
seventy per cent. of the men now in our Navy are re- 
cruits, men on their first enlistment? 

“No business under the sun could prosper under such 
condition, and if Congress intends to save the Navy it 
must apply the only remedy and apply it quickly by pas- 
sage of the pay bill. The Navy fs not only entitled to 
it, but the life of the Navy is hanging in the balance. 
Give our officers aid men a living wage, and efficiency 
will be gradually restored. Enthusiasm for the Service 
and patriotism are sufficient in a national emergency to 
warrant sacrifices, but what can you expect in times of 
peace when a man’s family is suffering from lack of the 
necessities of life and he knows his training has fitted 
him to adequately take care of them in other lines? Can 
you blame good men for going out, and do you wonder 
that good men are not coming in? I hope-you wiil do 
everything in your power to bring about quick action.” 
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VIEWS OF A “CIVILIAN SOLDIER.” 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I do not suppose the views of a civilian are of much 
interest to Army men, but perhaps a three-year civilian 
soldier looks at matters from a difference in angle that 
might interest men in the Service at this time. 

Rating Cards.—I note an officer objecting to the fair- 
ness of any system involving rating of officers by cards, 
I agree with him. The system is a joke. Commanding 
officers rate men on their personal staff too high. Dif- 
ferent commanders take the rules of rating with differ- 
ent degrees of seriousness. The result is ratings of dif- 
ferent commanders cannot be compared with any satis- 
factory results. My judgment is from knowledge of all 
ratings in my own regiment. In my judgment no satis- 
factory system will ever be evolved in the Army for pro- 
motion by so-called merit for all such systems will be 
really systems of promotion by luck and favoritism, and 
the morale of officers on duty away from points where 
influence can be exerted will be bad. If the Army ean 
eliminate its inefficient officers by a sterner system, the 
old system of promotio., in my judgment, is the only 
one that will keep a good morale among the officers. And 
good morale means efficiency. 

Present Morale-——I certainly sympathize with the 
predicament of men in the Army with rank lower than 
major. Despite the fact that I was in active service at 
the front where I could spend little money I never, on a 
first lieutenant’s pay, was able to support myself, one 
ehild and my wife during the three years I was in the 
Service, without drawing on other resources. If an 
Army man can turn to any occupation with any degree 
of confidence, he certainly is wise to resign his commis- 
sion. I have been out less than nine months, yet have 
the satisfaction now, each evening of going to a perma- 
nent home, for which I do not pay an exorbitant rent, 
and of feeling that I am not at the mercy of pure luck ag 
to my future—and also that my account is not 
shown in the books in red ink. 

I still read the JotrNAL with interest, though you are 
not fair to the National Guard; IF was with them and 
paturally sympathize with their viewpoint. But I am 
certainly in agreement with you that we must have an

THE FIT OF THE UNIFORM. 


To Tue Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Numerous memoranda and letters have been sent from 
the War Department to commanding officers of recruit 
depots touching on the morale of the Army and means of 
increasing it. Numerous means for so doing have been 
suggested, but one has yet to see the suggestion that one 
of the chief causes of low morale may come from the 
present issue of clothing, A soldier who desires to look 
presentable must first pay from his own pocket at least 
$50 for a uniform which ‘fits. The O.D. woolen uniform 
as now issued does not fit and if after paying four or 
five dollars for altering the soldier is able to make it 
eome somewhere near fitting, which is not always the 
case, the quality of the work and the looks of the uni- 
form does not warrant the expense, 

During a recent recruiting drive I observed a recruit- 
ing poster portraying- a soldier and a eivilian side by 
side; the soldier in a neat fitting uniform and the civil- 
ian with trousers bagged at the knees, while the title 
reads, “Did I ever look like that?” When I see some 
of the uniforms new im evidence on the streets I am per- 
suaded that he gained but litfle in the. way of fitting 
clothing. Recent communications from the A.G.O. have 
reference to the making of uniforms ‘to measure for mem- 
bers of the recruiting parties. A would-be applicant 
sees on the street a soldier in a neat fitting uniform 
and is told in actions if not in words: “This is the kind 
of clothing the Army gives you.” He reaches the re- 
eruit depot and is given one approximately the same 
color, but resembling it in. no other way. He reaches @ 
permanent organization and sees members of the garri- 
Is this truth- 
ful advertising? it leave a beneficial impression 
on the people of the country? The lone figure of the re- 
cruiter standing on the corner in his well fitting, well 
matched uniform is eclipsed by the large number of sol- 
diers roaming the streets in uniforms that are anything 
but fits. While standing on a street corner with a <er- 
geant from Fort Thomas, a few days since, I was at- 
tracted by the number of various hues and fits, or rather 
lack of fits, in the uniforms which passed. My friend 
the sergeant seemed reluctant to talk when questioned, 
but on my comparing his well fitting uniform with some 
of those passing he admitted that he had but recently 
pain $65 for it, while these others were issued. 

Those of us who were in France could at that time, 
owing to the rush of outfitting a large army, form ex- 
cuses for the poor fit of the clothing. Even then we 
could not help but compare them, to their discredit, to 
the neat fitting Freneh uniform. France was at the time 
at the close of a four-year war which had taxed her 
every resource. Is it too much to ask of a nation. the 
richest in the world, in view of the thonsands we have 
spent and are still spending on recruiting, to give to its 
soldier a uniform he will not be ashamed to wear home? 
Would it not be money well spent, in that tt would show 
to the soldier who has accepted our advertisements in 
good faith that tle U.S. lives up to her promise as set 
forth on the reeruiting poster? Last but not least, would 
it not serve to cut advertising expenses in other and less 
profitable directions and go far to inenleate into our 
Army that much sought “morale”?

PROMOTION AND DEMOTION. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMy AND Navy JourNAL: 

The following is submitted on the subject of “promo 
tion by your friends, demotion by your enemies and classi- 
fication by unknown parties.” A case which has recently 
come to my attention is that of a lieutenant demoted 
early in 1919. His. efficiency records for his entire ser- 
vice, except a few months, since he graduated from West 
Point, are available, and are “above average” and “aye 








erage.” He informs me that he was rated above seventy 
per cent. during service not covered by the reports. Hig 
commanding officers state that his services have been 


very satisfactory in every way. His commanding offi- 
cer at the time of his demotion from grade of captain 
states that he knows of no reason for his demotion. The 
officer in question states that he incurred the enm'ty of 
an’ officer holding a high position in Washington wunder 
circumstances where no official action could be taken by 
this officer against him. My friend was demoted with a 
number of men known to be incompetent, apparently 
under the provisions of Par. 5, Cir. 69, War Dept., Feb. 
8, 1919. He knows of no reaséns why this circular 
should apply to him and, as stated above, no reason can 
be found. 
The names of members of demotion boards and the 
evidence on which officers were demoted were never pub- 
lished nor were they furnished the officers. They are 
very carefully hidden in the archives at Washington. 
Apparently no record of the proceedings of these boards 
were kept. If the question is raised the officers will state 
that it was “just necessary to demote a number of offi- 
cers and he was apparently the proper one in their opin- 
ion.” They are cleverly barricaded officially in Washing- 
ton and no officer out in the “bosque” can get any matter 
of fact—if they were so careless as to let any exist. If 
he makes any specific charges against any individual 
they will react on him and the real offender will go un- 
seathed. Here we will give up the tale, gentle reader.

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ARMY AIR SERVICE WANTS $60,000,000. 
. Needs Presented by General Mitchell. 

Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, Chief of Air Service 
Training and Operations, appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs on May 3 and asked for 
a $60,000,000 appropriation for the Air Service. Gen- 
eral Mitchell proposed that $24,000,000 of this sum be 
expended in building 617 new planes, including 400 pur- 
suit, 115 bombardment, 50 observation and 50 aittack- 


ing planes. General Mitchell stressed the necessity for 
this appropriation and declared that unless immediate 
action is taken for the preservation and development of 
the Army Air Service next year “will see the Army

principle involved in this brutal stab is«the same as that 
employed by the Indians when they leave the aged and 
infirm upon the trail to die.

The officer on active 
duty cannot live on his pay; but the retired man—with 
no allowances and only three-fourths of his pay must 
live on that or do the other thing. Some retired officers 
can perform active duty and some find employment in 
civil life; but there is a class who have given all the 
years of their lives to the Government. and are entirely 
dependent upon their retired pay because of their age. 
And the House of Representatives of the United States 
decides that they should be abandoned on the trail.” 


A Womans Plea. 


Mrs. Bloom, wife of Major J. BE. Bloom, U.S.A., re- 
tired, has addressed an open letter to all women inter- 
ested in World War work, suggesting that they write 
to their Congressmen in protest against the omission of 
the retired list from pay imcrease. In letters to Sena- 
tor Wadsworth and Representative Kahn she said: “As 
a voter citizen, and the daughter of a Mexican and 
Civil War veteran, and the wife of a Spanish War, 
World War and sundry Indian wars veteran, I respect- 
fully petition you to amend the bill by adding a pro- 
viso, to the following effect: ‘That the pay of retired 
officers and enlisted men heretofore retired, shall be the 
same as those hereafter retired under this act, of the 
same rank or grade.’ During the World War, my hus- 
band, Major J. E. Bloom, U.S.A., retired, was on dctive 
duty; I also did what little a woman can do, to help 
win the World War—principally in New Jersey, where 
I was a member of the New Jersey Committee of ‘76,’ 
formed for patriotic work in factories, etc., with a mem- 
bership of over 25,000 incInding several thousand women. 
I feel very keenly that the bill as it stands is a hardship 
and injustice to me, as the wife of a retired officer. 
Moreover, it is manifest, that if it passes, in its pres- 
ent form, you will soon have two rates of pay for the 
game rank; and such cannot be the intention of just 
men’ Mrs. Bloom then quotes the editorial comment 
of the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL as to the flagrant in- 
justice of failing to increase retired pay, and adds: 
“Why does the bill also include ‘officers and enlisted men 
who may be retired (hereafter) prior to July 1, 1922,’ 
among those who shall not benefit by the increased pay? 
Some of the men who were shot to pieces overseas, and 
still on active duty—some under hospital treatment— 
who must be retired between now and July 1, 1922, are 
among the excluded victims of this bill, unless amended.” 

The People Would Repudiate Such Injustice. 

A former non-commissioned officer of long service, who 
won commission during the war and was later retired, 
writes: ‘This (the omission of retired pay increase) 
savors much of peanut statesmanship and is very un- 
fortunate indeed for those officers and men who have 
been retired previous to July, 1922. During my long 
and varied experience in the Service, both in the Army 
and Navy, I will state emphatically that it is one of 
the most brutal and unmerited provisions that has ever 
been brought te my attention have been a close ob- 
server of Service legislation for over thirty years. It 
is also the most glaring piece of injustice ever perpe- 
trated by any legislative body upon a class of men who 
have in t'mes past risked both their lives and limbs and 
served th» people as a whole by long and faithful ser- 
vice in both the military and naval branches of the 
Service. To deny to the officers and men on the retired 
list the beggarly pittance the increase would bring to 
them is unworthy of any law-making body and of the 
nation as a whole. I am of the firm belief that if the 
significance of this provision was understood, the people 
would repudiate this action and those responsible for 
having such an unfair provision written into the bill. 

“The officers and men on the retired list have been 
fortunate enough to have survived the rigors of military 
and naval service and have passed from active to in- 
active status through age, long service, and physical 
disability and merit the goodwill of the people instead 
of the brutal and glaring injustice to be enacted into 
law as outlined by the report of the conferees. Should 
this proviso be a sample of legislation that retired offi- 
cers and enlisted men will receive in future; then it will 
be a very discouraging outlook for men to look forward 
to when adopting the profession of arms, with its at- 
tendant risks and sacri 
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ARMY AND NAVY CHAPTER, D.A.R. 


Several months ago the temporary mecting place of 
the Takoma Park (D.C.) Troop No. 21, Boy Scouts of 
America, was entered and the flags carried away. This 
having come to the attention of the Army and Navy 
Chapter, D.A.R., that chapter presented to the troop an 
American flag. In acknowledging the gift Fred LL. 
Harries, Scoutmaster, remarked that: “It was peculiarly 
fitting that the Army and Navy Saree should make 
this present to us, as our Troop No. 21 furnished forty- 
eight boys to the U.S. Army and Navy in the World 
War. This is the best service record of any troop. in 
this vicinity and I trust your flag will enthuse the boys 
to higher ideals of patriotism and true Americanism 
when they see it beside our service flag at our meetings 
and follow it on parade.” 

The Army and Navy Chapter, D.A.R., is composed of 
wives and daughters of officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps and numbers 150 members, about half of 
whom reside in Washington. This chapter has inter-

General Mitchell’s statements were made in connection 
with the House appropriation of $27,225,000 for avia- 
tion in the bill (H.R. 13587) which was before the Sen- 
ate committee for hearings. Further emphasizing the 
importance of modern aviation and its preparedness 
value;General Mitchell stated that his figures show that 
$42,000,000 will be expended in air development, main- 
tenance and experimentation. He explained that under 
the agreement between the Army and Navy the Army is 
not to have part in development of dirigibles. This ex- 
ecutive order or agreement, continued the General, seems 
to be based on the assumption that there is a larger field 
for aviation in the Navy. For this reason, he declared, 
the Navy is permitted to experiment and develop dirigi- 
bles to the exclusion of the Army. He contended that 
although the Navy necessarily needs an efficient air ser- 
vice, nevertheless the Army is similarly or better adapted 
to the development and operation of the dirigibles; Had 
not this agreement existed the Army would have been 
enabled to purchase one of the modernized German dirig- 
ibles shortly after the armistice. When the standard 
dirigible is settled upon then it is expected the Army will 
take it over, said General Mitchell. He also charged 
that the sister ship of the R-34, now building in Eng- 
land for the U.S. Navy, is seven years behind in design. 
Concerning the present status of Army aviation General 
Mitchell declared that it would require three years be- 
fore the Service could be placed on a war footing. He 
submitted. photographs to the committee and also de- 
clared that Mexico is vitally interested in aviation. In 
this connection he said that “we have a formidable air 
force on the border.’’ In addition he said that “‘we have 
every facility in thi: country for- building aircraft.” 

Personnel Needs of Air Service. 

General Menoher presented a list of expenditures for 
_aviation for last year, showing that considerable progress 
had been made in the new field. He said that the Air 
Service valuation is $400,000,000. Concerning the avia- 
tion schools for training pilots, specialists and mechanics 
General Menoher said the schools were a success and that 
recently Secretary of the Navy Daniels in a-letter to 
him congratulated the General on the success of the 
schools, especially those that turned out flying pilots for 
the Navy. “We have a complete and approved plan for 
our schools,” added General Menoher, who submitted to 
the committee a statement outlining the needs of the 
Service. 

In reference to the enlisted personnel of the Air Ser- 
vice, General Mitchell stated that 14,000 men, as pro- 
vided by the Army reorganization plan, are sufficient 
only for observation purposes, and in order to place the 
Service on a proper and efficient peace standard fully 
39,000 men and officers are cssential. The committee 
was informed by General Menoher that the Air Service 
fas disposed of $50,000,000 worth of surplus material. 
In discussing the future supply of helium for airships 
General Menoher said some practical step should be taken 
for its conservation. 
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MR. KAHN’S AERIAL DEFENSE BILL. 
To Create a Bureau of Aér. 


Following is the substance of the text of the Aerial 
Defense bill introduced by Representative Kahn on 


April 27, as noted on page 1101: 

H.R, 13803, Mr. Kahn.—To make more effectual provision 
for the aerial defense of the United States and to provide for 
the concentratién of the national air strength. 

Be it enacted, etc., That there is hereby created, at the seat 
of government, a bureau separate and distinct from the execu- 
tive departments to be known as the Bureau of Air, and a Di- 
rector of Air, appointed by the President, by and with advice 
and consent of Senate, who shall be the head thereof, and who 
shall report direet to the President, who shall receive a salary 
of not to execed $12,000 per annum as President shall direct, 
and whose term and tenure of office shall be like that of heads 
of executive departments of the Government. Director shall 
cause a seal of office to be made for the Bureau of Air of 
such device as President shall approve, and judicial notice shall 
be taken of the said seal. 

Sec. 2. That there shall be in said bureau such assistants, 
clerical assistants and inventors, inspectors, experts, scientists 
and. special agents or other employees as may be required from 
time to time and authorized by Director of Air. Until such 
time as Congress may enact laws creating an anditor for Bureau 
of Air, Auditor for War Department shall receive and examine 
all accounts for disbursement of funds appropriated for or 
coming within control of Bureau of Air and shall certify 
balances arising thereon to Division of Bookkeeping and Aé- 
counting of Treasury Department and forthwith send a copy of 
each such certificate to Director of Air. 

Sec. 8. That, for the national defense, for immediate avail- 
ability and mobility of concentrated air strength of the U.S., 
for the more effective and economical administration of inter- 
ests of the U.S. in the development, preteens, operation and 
maintenance of aircraft and all that perteins thereto, and for

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RECENT DEATHS. 

The funeral ceremonies over the remains of Rear Ad- 
miral Carlo B. Brittain, U.S.N., who died aboard the U. 
S.S. Pennsylvania in Cuban waters April 22, 1920, were 
held at Richmond, Va., April 30, in the First Christian 
Church. The services were simple. Floral tributes were 
sent by the Navy Department, the city of Pineville, Ky., 
where Rear Admiral Brittain was born, and by his 
brother officers in the U.S. Atlantic Fleet. 

Brig. Gen. Edward B. ‘Williston, U.S.A., retired, an 
officer who had a distinguished record of service, died at 
his winter residence, 1422 31st street, San Diego, Calif., 
on April 24, 1920. Funeral services were held on April 
29 at San Diego, after which the body was shipped to 
Washington, D.C., for interment at the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. Mrs. Williston and daughter, Miss 
Rita C. Williston, accompanied the body to Washing- 
ton. General Williston was a well known officer of the 
old Army, a veteran of the Civil and Spanish-American 
Wars and was the holder of a Congressional Medal of 
Honor, and received other honors for gallant services. 
He was born in Vermont, July 15, 1836, and entered 
the Army from civil life as a second lieutenant, 2d Ar- 
tillery, Aug. 5, 1861. For his services in the field dur- 
ing the War of the Rebellion he was made a brevet cap- 
tain May 3, 1863, for gallant and meritorious services in 
action at Salem Heights, Va.; brevet major July 3, 
1863, for gallant and meritorious services in the Gettys- 
burg campaign; brevet lieutenant colonel Sept. 19, 1864, 
for gallant and meritorious‘services in the battle of Win- 
chester, Va.; and he received the brevet of colonel March 
13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services during the 
war. His Medal of Honor was awar for distinguished 
gallantry at Trevilian Station, Va., June 12, 1864, while 
a second lieutenant, 2d Artillery. General Williston 
took part in numerous battles, skirmishes, etc. Incident 
to his long service he was on duty in California, was at 
Fort Monroe as instructor at the Artillery School in 
1869, and he served with Battery F, 2d Artillery, and 
was on the staff of the commanding general of the De- 
partment of Alaska in 1870. While stationed in North 
Carolina he assisted in the suppression of illicit dis- 
tilling from 1873-77. He served at various posts in 
Texas, was an instructor of Artillery at the U.S. In- 
fantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leavenworth,, Kas., 
and performed numerous other services in various fields 
of duty. He-was a graduate of the Norwich University, 
‘Vermont, before he entered the Army and was a civil 
engineer by profession. General Williston during the 














Spanish-American War served as a brigadier general of 
Volunteers. He became célonel of the 6th Artillery, 
March 8, 1898, and was retired July 15, 1900, on ac- 
count of the age limit. He was advanced to brigadier 
general on the retired list in 1904 for Civil War service, 

Col. George H. G. Gale, U.S.A., retired, died at Brus< 
Sels, Belgium, May 1, 1920. He was retired from active 
service Jan. 3, 1914, upon his own application, after 
more than thirty years’ service. Hé was born in Maine 
April 20, 1858, and entered West Point July 1, 1875, 
being graduated June 13, 1879, and was assigned to the 
4th -Cavalry. Colonel Gale, who had a most efficient 
record of service, reached the grade of captain in 1892, 
was transferred to the 5th Cavalry in 1901, and was 
promoted major, 9th Cavalry, Dec. 6, 1901. He was de- 
tailed inspector general in 1903, and was assigned to 
the 6th Cavalry in 1907..¢After being promoted licuten- 
ant colonel, 4th Cavalry, Oct. 31, 1907, he was traus- 
ferred to the 10th Cavalry the following November. He 
became colonel Feb. 29, 1912. Colonel Gale in his early

Colonel Lydecker before he resigned from the 7th Regi- 
ment some years ago, was prominent in National Guard 
affairs, and at bne time was president of the National 
Guard Association. For many years he was captain of 
Company H and was a most valuable officer to the regi- 
ment, and was most higkly esteemed as a citizen and a 
soldier. He was one of the organizers of the National 
Security League in 1914 and its president for two years 
until his recent illness caused him to resign. Colonel 
Lydecker was born in New York city on May 25, 1851. 
He was graduated in law from Columbia University in 
1873 and admitted to the bar. He was Public Adminis- 
trator of New York city from 1889 to 1893. He was as- 
sociated in the practice of law with the late Amasa K. 
Redfield for a number of years.. At his death the firm 
was Charles E. and Leigh K. Lydecker. Mr. Lydecker 
was a member of the 7th Regiment Veterans and was 
president of the Alumni Association of the College of 
the city of New York from 1894 to 1897. After the 
European war began in 1914, Colonel Lydecker was 
one of the earliest and most vigorous advocates of pre- 
paredness. 

Capt. Clarence N. Purdy, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Fort McHenry, Md., April 28, 1920. His home was in 
Baltimore, Md. Captain Purdy was born in Indiana, 
Sept. 30, 1920, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A, 
in the class of 1896, and was assigned to the 6th In- 
fantry.

The office of the Director of Air Service has issued a 
statement concerning the details of the death of Lieut. 
James Wells Welch, Air Ser., U.S.A. (emergency), who 
was on duty at Chanute Field, Belleville, Ill., and was 
killed there in an airplane accident on April 17, and 
mention of whose death appeared in our issue of May 1. 
He left Chanute Field on the afternoon of April 17 for 
Danville, Ill., having as a passenger the commanding 
officer of Chanute Field. After landing safely at Dan- 
ville he started on the return trip alone. His machine 
was seen at a height of 1,000 feet. It began to de 
seend in a spiral, but after about one turn had been 
made it was seen to assume an unusually steep bank and 
turn over on its back at an altitude of about 300 feet. 
It then descended rapidly, apparently out of control. 
About fifty feet from the ground it appeared to be 
checked somewhat, and it seemed as if control was 
partly regained. It was too late to avoid a crash, how- 
ever, and the plane struck the ground at an angle, partly 
on one side and partly on its back. H. A. Collisnon, a 
civilian, who was flying his own machine nearby, landed 
as soon as possible and was at Lieutenant Welch’s side 
within two or three minutes after he had fallen. He 
found that the officer had unbuckled his safety belt and 
had either jumped or been thrown out of the machine 
and was lying a few feet away, unconscious. His death 
followed in a few moments. A surgeon who examined 
him said death was due to a fracture of the skull. A 
military commission which investigated the accident was 
unable to determine its cause. Lieutenant Welch entered 
the Army on Oct. 8, 1917. He was commissioned a 
second lieutenant in the Aviation Section, Signal Re- 
serve Corps, on Jan. 29, 1918, was promoted first lieu- 
tenant, Air Service, on Sept. 2, 1918, and appointed 
ea in charge of flying at Chanute Field in December,

MB. KAHN’S EXPLANATION OF THE BILL. 


Following is Mr. Kahn’s statement in full relative to 
his Air Defense bill, H.R. 13803, noted in brief last 
week :* 

Experiences of the past few years have conclusively proved 
that an air force will be a determining factor in the next 
great war. No matter whether the war be essentially one for 
the contro] of the land or one for the control of the sea, or 
whether it be waged in the air alone, the site which dominates 
in_ the air will be able to dictate when, where, how and 
under what conditions the final test for supremacy shall take 
place. The air has no coast line. 
are new exposed to the unhi flight of aerial forces. 

The United States, being a self-contained country in so far 
as all materials and men are concerned, is in a better position 
to develop an air force than is any other country in the 
~orld. The experience of the personnel contained in our Air 
Service in the European War has been sufficient to place 
them on an equality with the personnel of other air services. 
Unfortunately, we have been unable to develop an efficient 
and economical Air Service in this country, due to the fact 
that the activities have been split up between ap many dif- 
ferent bureaus, departments and arms of the Government. At 
the present time there are some fifteen different agencies of 
the Government charged with aviation development. This re- 
sults in duplication of overhead, vacillating policy, and a 
tremendous waste of money, while the co-ordinated contro! of 
air forces in the case of possible war remains in more of a 
mess than any other part. Instead of leading the world im 
aviation, in spite of our great appropriations, we now trail 
along as a sorry follower. 

All other countries have now co-ordinated their aviation 
activities under one central direction. The bill which I have 
introduced aims to bring the various aeronautical activities 
vnder one central direction, and to hold one man under the 
wovernment responsible for the development of aviution. It 


leaves to the Army and the Navy the absolute control of the.. 


air services which are Le age in their own respective 
operations. It places under officers and under a bureau 
specifically trained in air matters the direction of this most 
important development for national defense. It specifies and 
intends that this air force be developed efficiently, and that 
no more money be appropriated than has at present been 
given to aviation. It is believed that at least thirty per 
cent. more can be done with the agme amount of money than 
is the case at present. It asks for no increase in personnel 
over that at present authorized, either im officers or enlisted 
men. In fact, it does not call for the appropriation of one 
single dollar over and above what has already been or may 
be allotted. = 

It does not create a separate cabinet position, but a bureau. 
It provides for the fostering of the aeronautical industry, de- 
velopment of air routes through the country, and a scientifie de 
velopment of all air auxiliaries for the essential use of the Air 
Service instead of as a side-line to other services. It puts 
under the jurisdiction of any civil department of the Govern- 
ment using aviation all the means which it desires for the carry- 
ing out of its particular lime of work. In fact, it centralizes 
and simplifies our present aviation activities in a manner which 
will insure that this country get the maximum amount of de- 
velopment for the effort, time and money which it puts into 
this service which now has become one of our cardinal factors 
in mational defense, and great prospective means of transporta- 
tion for the future. I believe that this is one of the big con- 
structive pieces of legislation which have been proposed during 
this Congress.

Four questions concerning claims of retired officers de- 
tailed to active duty and temporarily advanced in grade 
were asked by the Secretary of War of the Comptroller 
and answered by that official on April 24. The questions 
and answers were: Is a retired officer on active duty en- 
titled to pay for advanced grades, such advanced grade 
being announced in War Department orders as “tempo- 
rary” and effected under a provision of Section 24 of the 
National Defense Act as amended by the act of July 9, 
1918? If so entitled, from what dates does pay for the 
higher grade acerue, date of grade being specified in 
orders and it being understood that acknowledgment of 
such temporary advancement by the officer is of record in 
War Department files? To these two questions the 
Comptroller replied: “Pay and allowances of the grade 
to which the retired efficer was advanced by temporary 
appointment is due and payable only from and inelud- 
ing the day he accepted such appointment.” The third 
question reads: “Is a retired officer who has been. per- 
manently advanced by reason of active serviarc cee. 
quent to retirement entitled to pay for any additional 
grade by reason of temporary advancement as above? 








All parts of our country . 
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The answer was: “The grade to which he has been per- 
manently advanced is the grade he would have attamed 
under the last proviso of Section 24 ‘in due course of - 
promotion’ and his pay, ete., of said higher grade com- 
mences with the day he was entitled to the promotion ; 
but pay, ete., for any other higher grade not so attained 
to which he has been temporarily appointed begins with 
the day he accepted such appointment.” The Comp- 
troller gave an affirmative answer to the fourth question 
reading: Is a retired officer permanently advanced in 
grade by reason of active service performed subsequently 
to date of retirement, as provided by Section 24 of the 
National Defense Act as amended, entitled to retired pay 
of advanced grade upon relief from active duty?

Army and Civilians to Co-operate on Flag Day. 


_In order to foster a spirit of mutual respect and ser- 
vice between the Army and the other people of the na- 
tion, and to perpetuate the realization by the country 
that its officers and soldiers come from all parts of its 
national life, as well as to increase the conception that 
the U.S. Army is a vital part of the democracy of the 
nation, the Secretary of War directs that Flag Day, 
June 14, 1920, be a day of special ceremony to encour- 
age friendly relations between the Army and civilians. 
Commanding officers will make offer of as full participa- 
tion as practicable by their commands in any special pro- 
grams arranged by the citizens of communities adjacent 
to the posts, camps or stations, and where no programs 
have been arranged by civilian communities, will make 
effort to have a combined civilian and Army program 
carried out on this day. 


Fort Bayard Hospitai to be Discontinued. 

Announcement is made that the Secretary of War has 
approved the recommendation of the Surgeon General of 
the Army that the general hospital at Fort Bayard, N. 
M., be discontinued on May 31, 1920. Recommendations 
concerning the transfer of Medical Corps personne! will 
be made as soon as practicable. It is probable that when 
the utilization of Fort Bayard as an Army genera! hos- 
pital ceases this post will be loaned to the Treasury 
Department. It is desired, therefore, that the Medical 
Department prepare for this contingency by taking such 
steps as may be deemed necessary at this time to ar- 
range for the transfer to the Public Health Service of 
such medical and hospital equipment and supplies as 
may not be required by the War Department.

A Record Ride in the Tropics. 

What is believed to be the record horseback ride for 
the tropics was made by Col. J. W. Heard, Cay., dur- 
ing the first week in March. Leaving Camp Stotsen- 
burg, P.I., he covered the distance to the Olongapo Naval 
Station and back, 104 miles, in less than thirty hours, 
with actual time in the saddle of only ten hours, forty- 
five minutes. During this time he covered sixteen rivers, 
many of them almost swimming and boggy all of them. 
During the thirty hours he also traveled more than a 
hundred miles in automobile, an equal amount in an air 
plane, spent four hours on a B ee | beside attending sev- 
eral social affairs. Colonel Heard, who’ has had thirty- 
seven years’ service, started his trip with a young officer 
and four enlisted men, but came in alone, the rest being 
seattered for forty miles, two of them getting in a day 
later. The Manila Cablenews-American says of the ride: 
“Colonel Heard at the Olongapo Naval Station was the 
guest at a delightful party on the occasion of his short 
stay. Following a bathing and launch party, a smoker 
and boxing contest in the evening was held. Colonel 
Heard is an enthusiastic and trained horseman, having 
acquired much reputation for the interest he has takem 
in long Cavalry hikes.

The Kelly Field News Letter of May 1 has this to 
say of the recent march of the 14th and 16th Cavalry 
from the lower Rio Grande to Forts Ringgold and Sam 
Houston: “The transfer of the 14th and 16th Cavalry 
will have been completed,by May 1. The Jast aerial 
patrol establishing contact with the 14th, near Fort Ring- 
gold, will be flown on April 30. The co-operative work 
accomplished during the month has been productive of 
much valuable experience for both units involved. At 
one time or another during the march practically every 
Cavalry officer was given a flight and thus afforded an 
opportunity to look over his camp or column on the 
march, observe ground panels, size up the nature of the 
surrounding terrain, fight the propeller slip stream, etc. 
In short, he was shown, by personal immersion in the 
actual environment all the advantages of the airman’s 
position, as well as all the handicaps under which aero- 
nautical observation is carried on. ‘The fliers, on the 
other hand, have gained a very comprehensive concep- 
tion of the work of the Cavalry and ‘what it means to 
maintain successful contact with them; what informa- 
tion they desire and how quickest -to collect and trans- 
mit it to them under varying conditions. It is believed 
that a new record for work of this kind was made this 
week. A request for information by the Cavalry was 
made and answered in four minutes. Colonel Brown, 
commanding the second column en route to Fort Ring- 
gold, requested the liaison officer to ascertain the loca- 
tion of the supply train. By using DR signal flags 
this was communicated to Lieutenant Liggett in a plane 
piloted by Lieutenant Scherzer. Lieutenant Liggett im- 
mediately replied to Colonel Brown by dropped mes- 
sage, “Supply train is three miles north of your main 
body, proceeding south.” This was exactly the infor- 
mation desired. All the fliers who participated in the 
operations are unanimous in voting the experience of the 
last month as the most interesting and pleasant episode 
of the year’s training. This is due in a large measure 
to the great interest manifested in the work by the offi- 
cers of the Cavalry and their cordially co-operative spirit. 
Not long after the march of the 14th to the border began 
it was found expedient for the purpose of conference for 
two fliers to spend ‘the night in camp with the Cavalry. 
These two men brought back to their comrades great 
tales of potent and efficacious entertainment provided by 
their hosts, with the results that spending the night with 
the Cavalry became a most-popular and much sought 
after privilege among the fliers. These visits developed 
much good fellowship and friendly feelings between the 
two organizations.”

«U.S. OFFICERS IN NEAR EAST RELIEF WORK. 


A cablegram has been received at the office of the Near 
East Relief in New York with the following tribute to 
the work of the U.S. Army officers who have been en- 
gaged in the Republic of Armenia: “The Near East 
owes a deep debt of gratitude to the United States Army 
for-the splendid services of the officers detailed to this 
work.” The cable also states that Col. William N. Has- 


kell, U.S.A., the Allied High Commissioner to Armenia, 
believes that the War Department will detail about ten 
officers and five nou-commissioned officers to assist in 
relief work in the Caucasus for the next year or two, as 
the nucleus of an organization for the relief work. Com- 
pensation, Colonel Haskell says, could be arranged for 
these officers and non-commissioned officers on an an- 
nual basis not to exceed $40,000 and maintenance, with 
transportation in excess of the amount furnished by the 
United States Government. Colonel Haskell recom- 
mends this to the Near East Relief, says that he would 
be willing to assist in the selection of suitable officers 
for this purpose, and adds that the only alternative to 
this plan would be the immediate establishment of a 
civilian organizations, which would be much more ex- 
pensive and probably less efficient than the military or- 
ganization which has functioned in Transcaucasia since 
last June.

FURLOUGHS ON RE-ENLISTMENT IN ARMY. 

The Secretary of War on May 1 directed the publica- 
tion of a circular (116, May 3, 1920, War Department) 
rescinding (1) Paragraph 6, Circular No. 113, War 
Dept., 1919, and Circular No. 7, War Dept., 1920, 
and substituting therefor the following: Furloughs upon 
re-enlistment may be* granted as follows: Two months’ 
furlough, to men re-enlisting on the day following dis- 
charge for a period of three years for assignment to an 
organization at the station at which discharged, or for 
service outside the Continental United States. One 
month's furlough, to men reenlisting for a period of 
three years for general assignment or for assignment to 
organizations other than at station at which discharged. 
Soldiers will become eligible for furlough immediately 
upon re-enlistment. However, in the cases of men re- 
enlisting for an organization at a station other than the 
one at which discharged, furloughs may be granted upon 
joining at new station, the fact that the soldier is au- 
thorized to apply for furlough upon joining new station 
and the amount of furlough to which entitled to be 
stated in his orders. In the case of a soldier re-enlisting 
for an organization at another station and desiring fur- 
lough before joining, travel orders will be furnished him 
before furlough is granted. When a soldier re-enlists 
for any branch unassigned, fuflough will not be granted 
except in case of emergency until assignment is received 
and he can be furnished travel orders. When a soidicr 
is granted furlough with permission to join therefrom at 
new station, that fact should be stated in his orders, so

WEARING OF CERTAIN ForEIGN MEDALS. : 

The War Department has made the following ision 
relative to the wearing of certain foreign medals and rib- 
bons by men in the U.S. Army. A quartermaster ser- 
geant asked if he was authorized to wear two medals 
which had been awarded to him for service with the 
— or! in pg Fry Bem. on Cane Seetal toe de- 
ci as follows: at Paragra : Regula- 
tions No. 41, as amended by Change No. 10, is not au- 
thority for wearing medals; it simply gives the rules 
governing the wearing of such decorations as are au- 
thorized. Army Regulations 189, Changes No. 80, goy- 
erns. The third sub-paragraph thereof does not apply to 
this case, it being the authority for officers and-men of 
the U.S. Army to accept aud wear medals and decora- 
tions from certain foreign governments, while this quar- 
termaster sergeant received his medals before entry into 
the American Army, which is governed by the second sub- 
paragraph of Army lations 189. He is not au- 
thorized to wear on the erican uniform the medals or 
ribbons awarded to him for service in the British army 
during the Boer war.

OFFICERS’ QUARTERS IN WASHINGTON. 

In September, 1919, a Real Estate Service was estab- 
lished in the War Department for the purpose of assist- 
ing Army officers in securing or disposing of quarters in 
Washington, D.C. Heads of bureaus, operating seryices 
and departments were directed at that time to furnish 
each day to the Real Estate Service the names, addresses 
and telephone numbers of officers whose discharge or 
transfer from duty in Washington had been ordered so 
that their quarters could be listed for disposal to in- 
coming officers. Apparefttly this convenience has been 
quite overlooked, for the Secretary of War on April 28 
directed each head of bureau, service or department to 
take the necessary steps to assure that the provisions of 
the order of last September be strietly complied with and 
that daily reports of officers discharged or transferred 
and the quarters they are relinquishing be furnished to 
the Real Estate Service in the War Department.

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SERVICE LEGISLATION PROSPECTS. 

The outlook for the passage of the important Service 
bills before the close of the fiscal year becomes more and 
more ¢onfused as June 30 approaches. Consideration of 
the Pay Increase bill has been postponed until the Sun- 
dry Civil bill has been passed by the House, this legis- 
lative action being scheduled for the latter part of the 
coming week. It is fair to assume that the two annual 
Service appropriation bills and the Yortifications bill 
will be passed by Congress before June 30, the only fea- 
ture of these bills likely to cause any.delay being the 
Army Appropriation bill, since the strength of the Army 
has not been established through the failure of Congress 
to pass a reorganization measure. ‘This delay at the 


Capitol over Army reorganization begins to wear a seri- 
ous aspect for the commissioned personnel of the Ser- 
vice. The life of the 18,000 officers’ provision is only to 
Jtme 30 and unless something is done within the next 
seven weeks to continue the provisions of this act by 


means of the passage of an Army reorganization bill all 
the emergency officers will be driven from the Service 


and the new corps developed during the war, provided 
for in the 18,000 officers provision act, will revert to a 
paper existence. 

Since out of the seven weeks remaining to the close of 
the fiseal year at least one will be barren of legislative 
action owing to the likelihood of a recess for the presi- 


dential convention at Chicago, little actual time re 
mains to Congress for the consideration of the vitally 
important Army Reorganization bill. That the House 
of Reprefentatives will make a fight for the restoration 
af the greater part of its reorganization biJl in the Sen- 
ate bill is inevitable under the circumstances and they 
will be well advised in this, for the House bill is a much 
sounder measure than that written by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. Some sort of a compromise 


will have to be made in this matter before June 30 or 
the provisions of the 18,000 officers’ act will have to be 
extended. Otherwise the commissioned personnel will 
be cut in half, approximately. ‘This is a situation the 
members of Congress have to face seriously for it is a 
condition of affairs that must be met, and amidst con- 
flicting interests of the gravest nature both within Con- 
gress_and outside of Washington. From the present out- 
look it does not appear impossible that an Army reor- 


ganization bill may fail of passage before the end of the 
fiscal year, and in this event temporary provision will 
have to be made for the commissioned personnel, Tank 
Corps, Motor Transport Corps and Chemical Warfare 
Service. 

Whether the Service Pay bill will suffer any 
pected delay in this confused state of legislation is not 
easy to decide at this time. Political motives are to the 
fore at the present time in Congress with a greater driv- 
ing power than is usual owing to the approach of the 
presidential campaign. Unless a measure now before 
Congress has some influence with the voters it is apt to 
be sidetracked; and the reorganization of the Army can- 


unex- 


not be numbered among the legislative measures near to 
the hearts of the people, regrettable though this may be. 

On May 6 it was announced in Washington that “Con- 
gress plans to recess June 5, probably until Sept. 15.” 
If this be true it reduces the time limit for the passage 


of this important Service legislation to the dangerously 
briéf period of less than a month. 





CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 
Amendment of the Articles of War. 

Representative Crago, chairman of the sub-committee 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs, which has 
been considering amendments to the Articles of War, on 
May 5 introduced a bill (H.R. 13942) to amend Section 
1342 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, known 
as the Articles of War. The bill was referred to the 
House Committee on Military Affairs. Major Gen. 
Enoch H. Crowder, Judge Advocate General of the Army, 
and Brig. Gen. E. A. Kreger and Lieut. Col. W. C. Rigby 
were in consultation with the sub-committee on the 
previous day. Mr. Crago stated that the bill was along 
the lines proposed in the Senate amendment to the Army 
Reorganization bill, now in conference committee, and 
while many changes had been made they were related to 
matters of administration and in the main a revision of 
terminology. One important new provision was the re- 
sult of: the recent Bergdoll court-martial, and this pro- 
vision would be effective in bringing before U.S. District 
Courts persons charged with subornation of perjury in 
connection with a military offense” The bill in the main 
does not depart from the provisions of the Senate amend- 
ment, which was fully explained in our issue of April 24, 
page 1041. It was planned to report the bill out of com- 
mittee on May 7, and as a result of such action it was 
believed that the conferees on the-Army Reorganization 
bill would be in a better position to agree upon amend 














ments to the Articles of War and make it possible to 
enact legislation relative to military justice at this ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Increased Army Appropriations. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs expects to 
report out the Army Appropriation bill (H.R. 13587) 
next week. Hearings were conducted by Chairman Wads- 
worth on the measure this week. Brig. Gen. Herbert M. 
Lord, U.S.A., Director of Finance, placed before the 
committee his original report on the needs of the Army 
for the next fiscal year and as a result the Millitary 
Committee is expected to increase materially the appro- 
priations as passed by the House. 

Personnel Legislation for U.S. Navy. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs during the 
early part of this week called in consultation Rear Ad- 
miral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, and other Navy officers on the personnel 
amendments contained in nine sections which the Senate 
attached to H.R. 13108, the Naval Appropriation bill. 
These provisions are for the retention by the Navy of 
20,000 enlisted Reservists and 1,200 temporary officers, 
and were printed in full in our issue of May 1, page 
1078. It was stated by committee members that the pro- 
visions were gone over to clarify the language and that 
there had been no change.in the subject matter of the 
provisions. Reports that the committee was disposed to 
write off these provisions from the amended Naval Ap- 
propriation bill were emphatically denied. It was indi- 
cated that temporary extension of rank would be re- 
tained until the examination of temporary and Reserve 
officers for permanent commissions was completed. These 
necessary provisions for the immediate relief of the seri- 
ous personnel situation in the Navy, it was thought, 
would become law before June 1. 

Hearings on Navy-Coast Guard Merger. 

Representative Compbell, who introduced in the House 
of Representatives on Dee. 16, 1920, H.R. 11230, 
which provides for the permanent transfer of the U. 
S. Coast Guard from the Treasury Department to the 
Navy Department, has stated that hearings on this meas- 
ure will be held before the approaching recess of Con- 
gress, the hearings probably beginning on May 27. It is 
not thought that the bill can be reported in time for final 
consideration by the House at the present session. 
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SERVICE PAY BILL IN CONFERENCE. 
Pay Increases practically Unchanged. 


The final meeting of the Senate and House conferees 
on the Service Pay bill (H.R. 11927) was held in the 
room of Chairman Page, of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, on May 6. The result of the session was 
to leave the bill umchanged in its important provisions. 
The changes made clarify the language of the measure 
and add minor provisions. The bill now includes acting 
assistant surgeons and acting dental surgeons in the 
Navy in the $600 increase; added to Section 3 is a pro- 
vision giving Army field clerks and field clerks, Q.M. 
Corps, now getting up to $2,500 a year, an increase of 
$240 a year, and limiting those who now receive in ex- 
cess of $2,500 to a total-annual pay of $2,740; Army 
field clerks and field clerks, Q.M. Corps, now receiving 
in excess of $2,700 shall not be reduced, however, there 
being a few such clerks who are receiving about $2,900 
per annum. In Section 5 the ration allowance is ex- 
tended to include non-commissioned officers of the U.S. 
Marine Corps. 

A clause is added to Section 6 interpreting base pay 
as not to include the ten per cent. authorized by act of 
May 13, 1908, nor the temporary increases authorized 
by acts of May 22, 1917, and July 11, 1919, respectively. 
Section 10 is clarified by simplifying the language. Sec- 
tion 12 is revised to interpret the meaning of a change 
of station in the Navy, and by striking out the words 
“officer named in this act’? makes allowance for trans- 
portation of wife and child or children apply to all per- 
sonnel affected by the act. Section 15 was changed by 
minor transpositions. 

Minor Changes in the Bill. 


C©onference Committee Print No. 5, which gives the 
bill in its latest form up to May 6, shows the additions 
to and substitutions in the bill since it was printed in our 
issue of May 1, page 1078. Following is the text of sec- 
tions materially changed in wording: 

Section 3 has been rewritten to read: 

Sec. 3. That commencing Jan. 1, 1920, warrant officers of the 
Navy shall be paid in addition to all pay and allowances now 
allowed by law an increase at the rate of $240 per annum: 
Provided, That Army field clerks and field clerks, Q.M. Corps, 
whose total pay and allowances do not exceed $2,500 per an- 
num, shall be paid an increase at the rate of $240 per annum: 
Provided, That such Army field clerks and field clerks, Q.M, 
Corps, whose pay and allowances exceed $2,500 per annum, 
shall receive such additional amount as will make their total 
pay and allowances not to exceed $2,740 per annum: Provided 
further, That this section shall not be construed to reduce the 

ay and alléwances of any Army field clerks or field clerks, 
.M. Corps. 

To Section 6, giving tes of pay for petty officers and 
enlisted men of Navy, is added this proviso: 

Provided further, That the rates of base pay herein fixed shall 
not be further inereased ten per centum as authorized by an 
act @ ved May 13, 1908, nor by the temporary war increases 
as authorized by Section 15. of the act approved May 22, 1917, 
as amended by the act approved July 11,.1919. : 


Section 10 has been practically rewritten. In its latest 


form it reads: 

Sec. 10. That any enlisted man or apprentice seaman’ who 
shall re-enlist in the Navy within one year from the date of 
his discha therefrom shall, upon such re-enlistment, be en- 
titled to and. shall receive the same benefits as are now author-~ 

law for re-enlistment within four months from date of 
best d ge from the Service: Provided, That this section 
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shall become inoperative six months after the-date of the ap- 
proval of this 

Section 12 has also been rewritten, the revised text 
reading: 

Sec. 12. That héreafter when any commissioned officer, non- 
commissioned officer of the grade of color sergeant and above, 
warrant officer, chief petty officer, or petty officer (first class), 
including non-commissioned officers of the Marine Corps of cor- 
responding grades, having a wife or dependent child or chil- 
dren, is ordered to make a permanent change of station, the 
United States shall furnish transportation in kind from funds 
appropriated for the transportation of the Army, the Navy, the 
Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
and the Public Health Service to his new station for the wife 
and dependent child or children: Provided, That for persons 
in the naval sérvice the term ‘permanent station,” as used 
in this section, shall be interpreted to mean a shore station or 
the home yard of the vessel to which the person concerned may 
be ordered; and a duly authorized change in home yard or home 
port of such vessel shall be deemed a change of station: Pro- 
vided further, That if the cost of such transportation exceeds 
that for transportation from the old to the new station the ex- 
cess cost shall be _ to the United States by the officer con- 
cerned: Provided further, That transportation supplied the wife 
or dependent child or children of such officer, to or from sta- 
tions beyond the continental limits of the United States, shall 
not be other than by Government transport, if such transporta- 
tion is available: And provided further, That the personnel of 
the Navy shall have the benefit of all existing laws applying to 
a the Marine Corps for the transportation of house- 
0. emects. 


Views of the Conferees. 

The provision in Section 13 debarring officers and en- 
listed men on the retired list from the benefits of this 
bill remains unchanged. Conferees from the House and 
Senate, when asked why this provision was written into 
the bill, stated that this bill was actually a bonus meas- 
ure designed to “keep officers and men in the Services, 
now on the active list,” and thus it could hardly be ex- 
tended to those on an inactive status. The conferees de- 
cided that this was the sole purpose uf the temporary in- 
crease in pay at this time, and-were of the opinion that 
retired officers and enlisted men are enjoying a higher per- 
centage of their active service pay than is enjoyed by 
any other class in the service of the Government. -The 
House members, particularly, held that the provisions 
were the best that could be devised with the funds avail- 
able, and they deprecated the charge that they were un- 
feeling in barring those on the retired lists and the offi- 
cers in the higher grades in the Army and Navy. “We 
did the best with what we had to do with, though it 
spread it out rather thin—and the bill represents what 
will win the approval of the members of Congress,” was 
the way one of the House conferees expressed it. 

On the question whether a “temporary” increase would 
meet the situation in the Army and Navy, and whether 
the Services would not during the next two years feel 
quite as deeply an instability they have encountered 
since the pay increase was first broached, the conferees 
were of the belief that the Services, basing their faith 
in Congressional action of the past in rarely if ever re- 
ducing rates of pay, would accept the provisions of the 
bill as likely to be permanent. The adjustment of pay 
by a commission provided for before the time limit of 
the bill expires, it was said, should be sufficient assurance 
for the Services to feel that their interests will be well 
taken care of in the future. There was a general ex- 
pectation among the conferees that matters would be so 
stabilized during the next two years that in 1922 the 
increases granted in this bill would allow for a “com- 
fortable margin” in the case of every officer and enlisted 
man affected. It was predicted that the bill would arouse 
considerable opposition on the floor of the House from 
opponents of the plan of granting increases in the com- 
missioned grades, but it was stated with confidence that 
this opposition could net muster sufficient strength to de- 
feat the bill. 

The attitude in Service circles in Washington may be 
described as one of “calm acquieseence.” The long voyage 
the pay, increase plan has had to travel has left an 
atmosphere of discouragement in its wake which, will not 
be dissipated for some time to come. The commissioned 
personnel of the Services, moreover, are disposed on the 
whole to accept the situation as it is without complaint, 
realizing that if the Congress—after all the facts were 
laid before it in speeches in the Senate and House, by 
documents containing the intimate details of the do- 
mestic economy of professional men in thef Service of 
their Government—can do no more than to add approxi- 
mately sixteen cents to the purchasing value of a forty- 
eight-cent dollar, the increase must be accepted in the 
hope that the future will have something more just and 
equitable “in store for them. 
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PROMOTIONS DUE IN THE REGULAR ARMY. 


Because of conditions due to war and demobilization 
whereby officers of the Regular Army were so scattered 
that it was difficult to have examinations for promotion, 
there has been a block in the grades of second lieutenant, 
first lieutenant, captain and major of officers entitled to 
promotion. The War Department is making every effort 
to have these officers examined and-it is stated that the 
block would be overcome within the next thirty days, 
since all these officers have been ordered up for. exam- 
ination by June 1. In the grade of second lieutenant all 
but nine in the Porto Rico Regiment and fifty-eight in 
the Quartermaster Corps are entitled to promotion, and 
if all these are promoted it will exhaust the number of 
second lieutenants now in the Regular Army. By grades 
and services the promotions due as of April 29 were: -

In answering the question as to whether the law pro- 
hibits members of the Naval Reserve Force from bid- 
ding on contracts for-naval supplies, either on their own 
behalf or as agents, (1) while the reservist is in an 
inactive status, or (2) temporarily on active duty for 
training, or (3) temporarily on active duty in time of 
national emergency, the Judge Advocate General ex- 
pressed the opinion, which was approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, that the law which prohibits officers 
and clerks of the Government from receiving compensa¢ 
tion for any service rendered in relation to any con-~ 
tract, ete., to which the United States is a party or 
interested does not apply to members of the N.R.F. in an 
inactive status. The opinion of the J.A.G. is not con- 
clusive in the matter, however, a8 the question might re- 
solve itself into a judicial one, which could only be de 
termined by a proper court. Under existing Jaw mem- 
bers of the N.R.F. are subject to naval laws and regu- 
lations only during the period of active service in the 
Navy of the United States, either at their own request or 
when called into service in time of emergency or when 
employed in authorized travel or while wearing the uni- 
form of their respective rank, grade, or rating. It ap- 
pears that Congress intended that members of the N.R.F. 
should have absolute freedom of action, except that they 
might not become officers or enlisted men in any other 
branch of the military Service of the United States or 
any state thereof, except the Naval Militia. .The Navy 
Department will not prosecute for violation of the aboye 
prohibitory laws unless the offender is subject to the 
laws and regulations of the Navy. The Navy Depart- 
ment, however, cannot speak for the Department of Jus- 
tice as to the circumstances under which that department 
will institute criminal proceedings for the punishment of 
persons alleged to have violated the criminal Jaws of the 
United States. 








RepvuctTIon or U.S. Navy. 

A reduction of warships of the U.S. Navy almost as 
great as the increase in the number of vessels operated 
by it during the World War has now taken place, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the Navy Department 
on May 3. At the close of the World War the Navy had 
about 2,400 vessels of all descriptions. In addition to 
the vessels which the Navg had at the outbreak of the 
war there were taken over by purchase and charter hun- 
dreds of vessels of every description, including big steel 
transports, supply ships, colliers, tankers, tugs,. yachts 
and motor boats. ‘The chartered vessels have been re- 
turned to their owners. Those acquired by purchase are 
being sold along) with a number of other purely naval 
vessels of the fighting type that have become obsolete. 
This latter class includes coast torpede boats, destroyers, 
submarines, gunboats, etc. The gunboats Yorktown and 
Machias are included among those to be sold, also the 
steel cruiser Cincinnati, launched in 1892. In the sale 
of vessels purchased during the war the Navy Depart- 
ment is following the policy of offering them fitst to their 
original owners at the appraised.value. If the original 
owners do not want them the vessels are then offered for 
public sale and sold by sealed proposals. The Navy. De- 
partmént states that a total of 177 vessels have been 
sold since the armigtice, for which $2,549,795.85 have 
been paid to the Government. There are still a number 
of vessels remaining to be sold, including about 130 ‘sub- 
marine chasers. ‘The sale of these vessels is being con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy 
Department, Washington, D.C., where sealed proposals 
are opened periodically. 
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PERMANENT COMMISSIONS IN U.S. MARINE Corps. 


The attention of former Marine Corps officers and U.S, 
M.C. Reserve officers who served on active duty between 
April 6, 1917, and April 28, 1920, is directed to the fact 
that Marine Corps headquarters has sent out letters to 
all of them asking that they inform headquarters whether - - 
they desire that their names be considered by a board of 
officers for permanent commissions in the Marine Corps 
in the eyent that Congress authorizes a permanent 
strength of 27,400 men for the Marine Corps. About 
1,800 letterng have been sent out, to which not more than 
one-third of those addressed have responded, and head- 
quarters desires that the list be completed as early as 
possible.

ADMIRAL BENSON TESTIFIES. 

Rear Admiral William S. Benson, U.S.N., president 
of the U.S. Shipping Board and formerly Chief of Naval 
Operations, testified before the sub-committee on May 4. 
Admiral carried no manuscript, nor did he pre- 
sent a formal statement, his whole contention being that 
the war is over, a thing of the past, and that the U.S. 
Navy successfully executed its mission during the strug- 
gle. In opening the session Chairman Hale asked that 
the Admiral give a résumé of his duties prior to and 
during the war. When the Admiral completed the re- 
view of his duties Mr. Hale proceeded to esk a number 
of hypothetical questions. It was evident that Admiral 
Benson was disinclined to enter into a hypothetical or 
theoretical discussion of the merits of Navy ships and 
personnel, especially in a public investigation, and for 
this reason the Admiral stated that he was not. prepared 
to make any statements in answer to hypothetical ques- 
tions. 

Concerning the months prior to the declaration of war 
Admiral Benson said: “I appreciated the general atti- 


tude of the country and of the Administration iy that 


America was strictly neutral. I conformed the duties 
©” wy office to that neutral attitude.” Further he sug- 
ccsted to Mr. Hale that he did not want to be placed in 
a position of placing any “alleged blame for unprepared- 
ness,” in any quarter nor on the Secretary of the Navy. 
Questioned whether any steps were taken towards pre- 
paring the Navy for war, Admiral Benson said that the 
1916 building program, formulated in 1915, was a big 
step in this direction. Admiral Benson believed during 
hostilities that Germany would not dispatch a big force 
to American waters, but contended that he expected the 
enemy to send at least half a dozen submarines to at- 
tack ships and the coast, adding that “our coast was 
always protected against the submarine.” Admiral Ben- 
son stated to Mr. Hale that he never ecceepted, nor has 
he yet accepted, that the overseas situation early in 1917 
Was as grave as Admiral Sims charged. In reply to a 
question concerning the sending of U.S. Navy ships to 
Europe early in 1917, Admiral Benson said: “The Brit- 
ish Admiralty asked us for two destroyers. We immedi- 
ately sent over six.” 

Resuming his testimony on May 5, Admiral Benson 
declined to be drawn into a hypothetical discussion of 
Navy affairs or the Administration’s policy, although 
Mr. Hale contended that the Admiral “should say some- 
thing.” In this connection Senator Pittman smilingly 
suggested to Mr. Hale that he might ask the Admiral to 
give the committee a lecture on international law. At 
another point Senator Pittman requested Mr. Hale to 
permit Admiral Benson to answer his (Tlale’s) ques- 
tions, and to “at least show the Admiral due courtesy.” 
Mr. Hale said that he was not discourteous, and the 
hearing went on. 

Favored Offensive Measures. 

Admiral Benson declared that one plan of operations 
was to hold the Fleet in readiness to meet the German 
navy in case the latter defeated the British. He also 
stated that at the Allied naval conference he had ad- 
vised attacking the Garman submarine bases, and that 
American Navy ships would take part in this eféensive. 
Admira! Benson said that Admiral Jellicoe had not becn 
aware that the American ships would take part in an 
operation of this kind. “I was surprised,” said Ad- 
miral Benson, “that our representative had not made 
this clear.’ The Admiral stated that he favored offen- 
sive measures. In reply f® Mr. Hale the Admiral said 
he failed to locate any plans in the oflice made vacant 
by Admiral Fiske. “I found an old torn chart and a 
few old papers,” said the Admiral, “and that was about 
the condition of the office.” Plans for operations and 
other measures were made by a number of officers, he 
said, including Captain Pratt and members of the Gen- 
eral Board. The [Dlanning Section also was active in 
making plans. 

Another tilt between Senators Pittman and Hale en- 
sued when, following a question by Senator Ball, Sena- 
tor Pittman requested the chair’s permission to suggest 
a question to Admiral Benson. This Chairman Hale re- 
fused to grant, whereupon Senator Pittman sought the 
information if it was to be the chair’s ruling to allow 
members of the majority to launch questions at will and 
to keep the minority silent. The audience laughed. Mr. 
Hale continued to read his questions from a prepared 
list, most of them being of a technical nature. On the 
question of reorganization of the Nayy Department, Ad- 
miral Benson said that to maintain a proper and effi- 
cient organization in the Navy Department at all times 
it will be necessary to co-ordinate the present bureaus. 
He did not think that it would be necessary to change 
them. Responsibility should be centralized, and author- 
ity and control, said Admiral Benson, should be placed 
with the Chief of Operations, who would be subordinate 
to the Secretary. The policy of the Secretary, before the 
war, was to maintain everything in the Service in a 
state of 100 per cent. efficiency, he said. Replying to a 
question from Mr. Hale, who asked it if chaos. would 
not have existed in the department but for the creation 
of the Office of Operations, the Admira! said that chaos 
would not have existed, “but the story might’ have been 
different.” He was unable to answer Mr. Hale as to 
who was responsible for the development of the office. 
Admiral Benson maintained that everything which was 
in the Navy prior to the declaration of war, April 6, 
1917, was fit and ready for service, adding: “What we 
had was ready.” 

Admiral Benson declared that operating the Navy 
during hostilities “was a tremendous proposition and we 
met the situation successfully.” From his experience, 
he said, “we did more than the Allics expected of us.” 
Mr. Hale argued that the Navy did not’ do all that the 
Allies expected of it. Admiral Benson retorted: “I am 
speaking about what the Allies asked for, and not what 
they expected.” He further said that whenever troops 
were ready for transportation they woe safely trans- 

rted to France. Admiral Benson declared that the 

avy’s record was one of success and that it aided ma- 
terially in shortening the war. 
Admiral Benson’s Caution to Admiral Sims. 

Admiral Benson at the hearing on May 6 said that a 
grave injustice had been done him through Rear Ad- 
miral Sims’s interpretation of instructions reeeived be- 
fore going abroad. He denied that he had any feelin 
against the British, He could not, however, reca 
whether in his final instructions to Admiral Sims he 
said, “Don’t let the Dritish pull the wool over your eyes: 
we would as soon fight them as the Germans,” but added 
that if he used such language, it was for the purpose of 
impressing upon the Admiral that the United States was 
still a neutral at that time. 

“I cannot recall the exact words I used,” Admiral 
Benson told the committee, “but I cautioned Admiral 
Sims strongly, and calj+i his attention to the delicate 
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situation existing. It has been a long time, and I did 
not keep notes on the interview. I felt strongly about 
the situation, and probably used forcible language to 
impress on Sims that his feelings toward the British 
must not lead him into any iseretions.” 

“Then you do not deny that you made the statement?” 
demanded Chairman Hale (Maine). 

“I cannot deny it under oath,” replied Admiral Ben- 
son, “but I never intended that what I said should be 
given the construction it has been. I considered the 
interview confidential; I had always been very friendly 
to F 5 ea Sims and wanted to give what advice I 
could.” 

“But how could you at that stage of affairs say we 
would as soon fight the English as the Germans?” was 
asked. “Admi Sims says you made ‘like statements 
to him in London later.’” 

“I probably used figures of speech to impress the deli- 
cacy of the situation,” was the reply. “When I was in 
London later there was a feeling here that Admiral Sims 
was giving too much attention to British shipping and 
using our destroyers too much to protect it and too little 
to protect our own ships. I advised him to be careful 
for his own sake and his country’s. I want to say that 
I was devoting all my energies to carrying on the war. 

“I have Only the kindliest feeling toward the British 
and was glad the two services were fighting side by side. 
To say that I repeated the language Admiral Sims says 
I used before he went abroad is absolutely untrue. I 
never had any unkindly feeling or anything along that 
line that the quotation could indicate. He said he knew 
that I was anti-British. I don’t think I ever had a con- 
versation with him along that line. My attitude then 
was one of enthusiastic co-operation. I, deny now any 
unfriendly feeling. I feel that a great injustice has 
been done me that should be corrected. I can never 
visit Great Britain again as I should like to, and I have 
many dear friends there and have been honored with one 
of the highest decorations that that government can give.” 

Admiral Benson said that Admiral Sims had the en- 
tire confidence of the department and his recommenda- 
tions received “every consideration consistent with the 
general policy of giving all possible. aid to the Allies.” 
Asked by the chairman why. if this were true, all of 
Admiral Sims's recommendations were not immediately 
followed, the witnes; said the Admiral was not charged 
with final responsibility and the department's acts had 
to-be based on the general situation. 


Responsibility of Chief of Operations. 


Declaring that plans were initiated by him, and that 
the plans were successfully executed, Admiral Benson 
said that “the results speak for themselves.” So great 
were the major operations it was impossible for him to 
go into the details. “I felt that Admiral Sims was given 
all the information necessary in connection with the 
duties of his office,” he said, “and for the purpose for 
which he was sent overseas.’ Admiral Benson said. he 
had ordered that Admiral Sims be kept informed of 
preparations over here. He could not recall his specific 
instructions in this’ connection, but had advised that 
Admiral Sims be kept informed. “He was sufiiciently in- 
formed,” continued the Admiral, “and as I was the 
Chief of Operations I was responsible for the conduct of 
the war. Admiral Sims was not responsible for the final 
outcome of the situation and so the department did not 
approve immediately his suggestions because the whole 
situation had to be taken into consideration.” Mr. Hale 
said that the department adopted all of Admiral 
Sims’s plans later. Admiral Benson replied that “all of 
Admiral Sims’s plans were not followed later.” Further 
the Admiral declared that Admiral Sims had sufficient 
personnel. “He was sent over as a flag officer or an 
aid and not to command a big personnel in the beginning. 
All he had to do at first was to give us the information.” 

Relative to the shortage of officer personnel in London, 
Admiral Benson said that Admiral Sims always asked 
for a specific officer. “For instance,” he said, “he wanted 
Captain Pratt, Assistant to Operations, and who had 
heavy responsibilities here. He named other officers. He 
would not leave it to the Bureau of Navigation. As the 
responsible officer I met the situation-#nd sent ever other 
officers.” On a visit to Admiral Sims's office in London 
in 1917, Admiral Bensen said that he was satisfied the 
former had sufficient officer personnel in London in com- 
parison with what he himself had in his office in Wash- 
ington. “I do not admit that Admiral Sims had any 
just cause for criticism,” he said, “and I do not think 
he would have made it had he been acquainted with our 
situation here.” 

Concerning his visits to London, Admiral Benson said 
he arranged with the British Admiralty to permit Ad- 
miral Sims to attend its sessions. He had also advocated 
the holding of Allied naval conferences. Again Admiral 
Benson said that if Admiral Sims had been aware of the 
enormous task here he would not have made “these 
criticisms.” He stressed his declaration that he was the 
responsible officer, and in reference to Admiral Sims’s 
recommendation to send over dreadnoughts Admiral Ben- 
son said that “it was necessary that I satisfy myself 
what was proper to do and not to rely explicitly on Ad- 
miral Sims’s decisions.” Admiral Benson wanted it 
understood that he was not casting any reflection on Ad- 
miral Sims. 

Senator Pittman Objects to “Outside Questions.” 

Senator Pittman interrupted the cross-examination at 
one point, declaring that he objected “to the reading of 
questions fired up here every day by messenger.” He 
charged that the questions were prepared by “some ad- 
miral” or some “outside party.” — 

“The hearings have been dragging on three or four 
months, and I am satisfied that no members of the com- 
mittee or the chairman would be asking the same ques- 
tions over and over again unless they were submitted by 
outside parties,” Senator Pittman asserted. 

Chairman Hale replied that his request for legal coun- 
sel had been refused by the Senate and he had to have 

help in preparing the questions. Senator Pittman then 
charged the chairman dis. the rules of the 
Senate, whereupon Mr. Hale suggested that the Senator 
had a representative of the Navy ent with him 
and also two officers (Admiral McKean and Captain 
Pratt) from the Navy. Senator Pittman replied that he 
had not yet resorted to the use yh my ny: coming to 
the committee room ba messenger. r the hearing Ad- 
miral McKean and Captain Pratt asked the chairman if 
he wished them to withdraw sessions. Mr. 
Hale said he had no objection to their remaining. Ad- 
miral Benson requested that both o’ remain while 
he was before the committee since they were his aids 
during the hostilities.

CAPTAIN PRATT ON NAVY POLICY IN WAR. 
Outlined in Letter to Admiral Sime. 


Since printing the summary of the letter written to 
Rear Admiral W. S. Sims, U.S.N., on July 2, 1917, by 
Capt. W. V. Pratt, U.S.N., in our issue of April 24, 
page 1043, we have received the complete text of the com- 
munication from which we make the following extracts, 
As Captain Pratt told the members of the sub-committee 
of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs on April 21, 
although the letter was. official it was written in a per- 
sonal style, the tone of which is struck in the salutat‘on 
reading: “Dear Sims: Will try to get a letter off to che 
Cheer-Up Admiral.” @aptain Pratt covered fourteen 
topics in the letter ranging from “Our Policy in Baild- 
ing” through the subject of “Mines” and “Strategie 
Fighting Areas” to an elaborate'y worked out plan for 
the convoy system and “Our Fleet Training and Readi- 
ness,” the whole purpose of-the communication being to 
show Aduiral Sims that the United States was in for a 
fight to a finish, or as Captain Pratt wrote: “If Russia 
quits, if France is forced to quit, if Italy is knocked out, 
still with England and the United States in the ring 
there will be no end until the Kaiser is on his knees and 
on his way with his whole family to St. Helena.’ He 
also laid great emphasis on the absolute need of the Brit- 
ish Admiralty sending to the United States a repre- 
sentative of the Admiralty General Staff to establish a 
real liaison, writing: “We must be in touch with the 
Admiralty’s policy, not after the manner of a man who 
has something to show to an inquisitive child, but after 
the manner of two men respecting each other’s ability 
and wishing cach to give and to learn from the other.” 

As to the Navy Department's policy in building, Cap- 
tain Pratt wrote: 

Through effort on the part of Schofield and all of us, crys. 
tallized into definite shape, we have presented a clean cut out- 
line of the policy which we deem it absolutely necessary to 
follow if this affair is to be brought to a suceessful conclusion. 
Iriefly spéaking it is this: To push the immediate con- 
struction of destroyers, submarines and merchant ships, not 
euly push what is contracted for but to devote every building 
energy to those ends and to the building up of the ship 
Producing facilities; to carry out the design above outlined, 
we have recommended the abandonment for the present of all 
dreadnought—battlecruiser-and scout cruisers, except the 
threé_dreadnoughts almost completed. To further these plans 
the Navy is co-operating to its utmost with General Goethals, 
who, as the head of the merchant shipbuilding program, is a 
tower of strength. He has asked for a Naval Board of 
Advisors and it has beem appointed. Admiral Benson is 





strong for it and every effort of his will be directed towards 
getting the Secretary to make a decision. 
The Fleet as a Strategic Proposition. 
On the topic of “Strategic Fighting Areas” Captain 


Pratt defined them in order as “(1) The North Sea; 
(2) The Adriatic; (3) Other Areas.” He continued: 

It has always seemed to me, and in this I am not alone, 
that areas (1) and (2) were the offensive areas, and that, 
outside of these, the (3) class, other areas, were largely de- 
fensive in @ broad strategic sense. England and the Allies 
have tried everything in (1) and (2), from the fleet to a 
Patrol of the surface, and, as you said in your cables, a lim- 
ited mines operation. If I may be pardoned for saying so, 
and though she has learned through hard experience, I think 
the cart has been put ahead of the horse. Two years ago 
when the fleet contained the German High Sea Ficet, everyone 
said Mahan was yindicated, the silent presence of the fleet 
was to save the situation. That is just as true to-day as it 
was then, the silent pressure of the fleet is there, but it is 
the conception of the strategic area in which it must operate 
to be effective that is gumming the game. It has been borne 
home to me more and more when I compare the similar aiti- 
tude of mind which exists in our own fleet. “o be effective, 
the powers that contro] the movements of our fleet decided 
that it must come north on our own coast. There were sev- 
eral of us who said ‘‘no’’ to that proposition, ‘‘the best re- 
sults will be gained by sending it to the Pacific’’ or where it 
can drill fit to the minute at sea. The other side thought 
that a reasonable proximity to the scene of possible action 
was the first requisite. What I am trying to drive at is this— 
the fleet, admiralty’s or ours, is a strategic proposition. Its 
effect will be felt even if it does not attempt the physical 
control of the North Sea with its component members. If it 
in any way hampers the tactical utilities of those fighting 
agencies which can do a better local work in that region, then 
the local agencies~must not be sacrificed to the fleet, but the 
fleet must adjust itself to the immediate need. 

The immediate need—the mission—is the strongest possible 
offensive in the North Sea and the Adriatic against the 
submarine. - « I do not accept as a valid excuse’ the 
statement that the fleet must be in readiness to repel an 
attempt by major ships of the enemy to raid the East coast, 
It isn’t sound under the circumstances, and the answer to it 
lies in your own submarines, or else you admit at once that 
the enemy submarines can do more than you can. It is a 
great mistake to attempt to make a tactical issue of the fleet 
when its réle will, at the beginning at least, be strategical, 
and only when the local issue is forced by the minor units 
can you hope to draw the enemy to an action. I have talked 
to a great many men like Chase, Schofield, McKean, and they 
are in the main in agreement as to the soundness of the 
general strategy, and in the insistence that local tactics 
should never be allowed to cloud correct strategic conceptions, 


Individual Ship Protection. 

Of the “Armed Guards” plan Captain Pratt wrote: 

This is the general name we have given to the class of 
operations comprised under the head, individual ship pro: 
tection self-contained. It has been gone into very thoroughly 
on this side, probably because it was the best effort we could 
make immediately. Schofield fathered it, and with his usual 
thoroughness it has been beautifully done, as far as our ree 
sources would permit. The secret of the recent successes has 
been the fact that it was considered a major objective, and 
not one of the minor considerations. I am not blaming the 
English—they had so many other things to think about. It 
has with them pot received the proper consideration it should 
as one of the best defensive anti-submarine defenses. The 
opinion I have formed from talks with British officers seems 
to be this: Their attitude toward the subject is this—‘‘Oh, 
any old gun will do to keep the submarine under.’’ That is 
not enough. You have got to make the submarine realize 
that he runs a very considerable danger in attacking a ship, 
even if he be submerged, provided he can be detected. This 
requires the most painstaking efforts along the following lines: 
Lookouts, guns, care of guns, adequate gun crews, competent 
petty officers for each crew, an efficient control for each armed 
guard on each ship, a central oemtrol at the department which 
regulates the assignment of guns and crews, the proper decen: 
tralizing of this central control, through the district command- 
ants, in order to secure efficient administration, and last but 
not least a proper supervision and inspection system. oo 
At certain times the ship and armed guards are inspected by 
a competent officer. Plunkett does the inspection and you can 
bet it is done. . -. . You can’t beat it. You can't dodge 
it. There are the facts. These cargoes are going across for 
the benefit of England and the Allies. They must improve on 
their system. There is no use saying it can’t be done. It 
can, but to the successful it must be treated as a major ob- 
jective—conservation of shipping—just as important, more, 
n fact, than building new shipping. 

Discussing the training and readiness of our Fleet 
Captain Pratt,wrote to Admiral Sims: 

As far as the fleet itself is concerned, the first objective 
has been to put it in material readiness throughout. After 
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that is accomplished it is the Admiral’s desire to see it 
trained to the minute as a fighting unit, especially in the 


matter of gunnery. The Admiralty expert who was here made 
a searching inspection of it in order to develop any of the 
weaknesses which the British experience at Jutland showed 
might exist. It has been of tremendous advantage to us to 
have the benefit of such candid judgment, and we feel that 
the Admiralty is to be heartily thanked for so freely giving 
us the benefit of its experiences. The necessary changes will 
be undertaken at once. In the matter ef training the Ad- 
miral feels that a fleet to be efficient as a fighting unit must 
be a mobile unit ond trained at sea. It cannot efficiently 


train in too enclosed waters, and it must develop the sea 
habit. 

Not only must the fleet be trained to the minute as a com: 
pact fighting unit, but those who are concerned with the 
intimate direction of its affairs must constantly have the 
broadest point of view, and the most unlimited information, 
in order that at any moment it may be able to adjust itself 
to changed conditions or to increased activities. For that 


reason while the entire freedom of initiative was given in 
your instructions to meet any situation which might arise 
abroad, it was thought that the C-in-C of the fleet should be 
kept informed of so much of the situation as he might need 
in order to formulate any. plans which might at any future 
time contemplate the use of our entire fighting force as one 
unit. f 

In order that the fleet may be in closest touch at all times 
with every phase of the situation, not only on this side of the 
water, but also abroad, the Admiral has endeavored to estab- 
lish the closest sort of co-operation and information service 
between the fleet and this office, and I feel sure that he would 
view with favor any effort on their part to establish perma- 
nent relations, even to a desk here, between this office and 
the Grand Staff of the C-in-C. Such a move on their part I 
feel sure would tend to broaden the point of view of the 
fleet-—get them more away from local issues, which can easily 
be attended to by the battleship and other staffs, and at once 
put them au courant with affairs abroad.

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INSTRUCTING THE SECRETARY. 
How the Naval War College Students Helped. 
How Secretary of the Navy Daniels was shown the 
pecessity of having trained plan makers for war plan 
making was told by Rear Admiral Josiah S. McKean, 





U.S.N., in the course of his testimony before the sub. 


committce of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 


with the following story: 

“In late May or early June, 1913, shortly after the 
present Secretary came into office, he visited the Naval 
War College, Newport, R.I., and at a dinner he was, at 
his own request, literally swamped with advice in refer- 
ence to his duties and opportunities by all the officers 
present, among them Capt. W. S. Sims and myself, both 
at the time students at the college, and we contributed 
at least our share. After a long session at the table, we 
adjourtied to the drawing room, and thus the Secretary 
had his first opportunity to face the whole of his‘numer- 
ous advisers; whereupon he said in substance, ‘Gentle- 
men, you have given me a great quantity of valuable 
advice, which will take me a long time to digest. I have 
no doubt it is all good, but it is like a great deal of the 
advice given me by my official aids in Washington. It 
is not sufficiently concrete to put into immediate use. 
What I wish you would tell me is the first and most im- 
portant single act, which I can perform to most hélp the 
Navy.’ 

“Captain, now Rear Admiral, Sims immediately re- 
plied: ‘What you want to do, Mr. Secretary, is to ap- 
point a board.’ I rudely interrupted Sims, with apolo- 
gies, I hope, saying, ‘Pardon me, Mr. Secretary, you do 
not want to appoint a board. The Navy Department 
cellars are full of boards’ reports never acted upon. As 
I understand it, you wish to know now what single 
executive act of yours will do the most good to the Navy. 
My recommendation is that you send a wire to the Aid 
for Operations, informing him that hereafter he, the Aid 
for Operations, will be your sole military adviser, and 
that his duties will be to co-ordinate the activities of 
the other aids for personnel, material and inspections, in 
the same way that they co-ordinate the activities of the 
various bureaus and divisions under each of thei.’ 

“This recommendation met the approval of those offi- 
cers present, but the Secretary demurred; said he could 
not do that without great consideration, as he feared he 
would be giving up too much of his authority and avoid- 
ing what should be his responsibilities. After some dis- 
cussion in an attempt to show the Secretary that he was 
not giving up any authority and that he could not pos- 
sibly avoid his responsibilities, this recommendation was 
passed over, and he asked what next we had to offer, In 
reply it was suggested, by myself, or some other officer, 
that he send an order to the Bureau of Navigation direct- 
ing that at all times thereafter, they were to#have two 
classes, of not less than twenty officers each, at the War 
College under training. He agreed to this and since that 
time, except during the war, this condition has been main- 
tained, and thus for the first time in the history of our 
Navy, we are providing for the training of something like 
an adequate number of officers for the duty of making 
war plans.” 
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U.S. MARINE CORPS RIFLE COMPETITION. 


Four rifle competitions were held by the U.S. Marine 
Corps during the month of April and very satisfactory 
tesults were obtained, the scores made being higher than 
in former years. In the Southeastern Division competi- 
tion, held on the range at Parris Island, S.C., seventy- 
five picked enlisted men and several officers were en- 
tered from posts on the Atlantic coast south of Charles- 
ton, S.C. Lieuts. Wesley W. Walker with 648 and 
Joseph Jackman with 642 were first and second respect- 
ively, but being distinguished marksmen, they’ were not 
entitled to medals. Sergt. Claudius Chambers with a 
score of 637 was first, and Sergt. Jules W. Coppeus 
second with 636, both winning gold medals. Gunner 
Lloyd A. Calvin, distinguished marksman, also scored 
636. Seven silver medals were awarded for scores rang- 
ing from 633 to 613, and nine bronze medals for scores 
ranging from 613 to 610. ~ 

The Western Division competition was held at Mare 
Island, Calif., but weather conditions were unfavorable 
for firing. Sergt. C. R. Nordstrom with a score of 591 
points and Sergt. Claude Denny with 583 took first and 
gecond gold medals. Five silver medal winners had 
scores ranging from 579 to 555, and eight bronze medal 
winners had aggregate scores of 552 down to 542, 

The, West Indies Division had its shoot at Guantanamo 
bay, Cuba, Sergts. A, T. Smith and Charles W. Nehls 
taking gold medals with scores of 634 and 627 ect- 
ively. Seven men won silver medals with scores 
620 to 608, and eight took bronze medals for scores ramg- 
ing from 607 to 596. The highest scores were made by 
the Eastern Division competitors at Quantico, 
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Lyle Miller was third with 635, and five others won sil- 
ver medals with scores of 635 to 625. Twelve won 
bronze medals with scores ranging from 624 to 611. The 
shooting of Gunner J. J. Faragher, debarred because he 
is a distinguished marksman, was remarkably good. He 
shot the course for practice, making 656 out of a possi- 
ble 700. ‘The winners were congratulated by Major Gen. 
John: A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., commandant at Quantico, 
who also presented the medals. 

It is interesting to note that 864 officers and enlisted 
men of the Marine Corps fired the Army qualification 
course during April; 753 qualified as marksman or bet- 
ter. The rifle ranges at Annapolis, Md.; Pearl Harbor, 
T.H. ; Managua. Nicaragua, and San Perdo de Macoris, 
Dominican Republic, all scored 100 per cent. of qualifi- 
cations during the month. Ofethe total of 753 marks- 
men who qualified 208 made expert rifleman, 183 sharp- 
shooter, and 362 marksman. 


CHANGES IN NAVAL PERSONNEL BILL. 
New Provisions Discussed in Executive Session. 

The latest committee print of the House Naval Per- 
sonnel- bill, the original tentative dvaft of which was 
printed in our issue of Feb. 28, page 785, shows many 
changes in the original text and additicnal proviscs that 
have been the subject of discussion during the executive 
sessions this week between members of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs and the chiefs of all the bureaus 
of the Navy Department. As we noted in our issue of 
May 1, page 1078, nine sections (numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, 
9, 15, 28 and 56 in the original draft) were taken out of 
this bill and added to the Naval Appropriation bill dur- 
ing its consideration by the Senate. 

Changes noted in the remaining provisions, which are 
still a part of the Personnel bill, which has not as yet 
been reported to the House, include in Sec. 5 that the 
stipulated number of officers and men of the N.R.F. shall 
not be ordered to administrative duty without their con- 
sent. The provision (Sec. 8) for granting a six months’ 
pay gratuity to the widow or dependents of any officer or 
enlisted man of the Navy or Marine Corps is now 
amended to include nurses of these Services and also to 
include the Coast Guard in its benefits. Commissioned 
officers holding probationary appointments in the Reg- 
ular Navy or Marine Corps are also included. 

_The proportion of chaplains on the active list, pro- 
vided for in Sec. 10 in the rank of captain, is raised from 
four to six; in the rank of commander from eight to 
twelve; and in the ranks below commander reduced from 
eighty-eight to eighty-two. A provision is inserted in 
Sec. 11 that officers “commissioned in the Hospital Corps 
shall be subordinate to officers of the Medical Corps, 
irrespective of relative rank.” 


Other Sections Amended. 


That all legislation now or hereafter enacted affecting 
the Nurse Corps (female) of the Army, or members 
thereof, shall apply equally to the Nurse Corps (female) 
of the U.S. Navy and to members thereof is provided 
for in Sec. 11%. That the Bureau of Navigation shall 
hereafter be designated as the Bureau of Personnel is 
provided for in Sec. 16, but the original intention of 
including the Bureau of Steam Engineering in this 
change of titles by omitting the word “steam” is elimi- 
nated from the latest print of the bill. Sec. 18, concern- 
ing the removal of the charge of desertion against officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps who 
since committing the offense served honorably in the war 
with the German government, has been amended to read 
“since Aug. 1, 1914.” 

The appropriation for the manufacture and distribu- 
tion of the Victory medal aid Victory button has been 
reduced from $600,000 to $500,000 in Sec. 21. Sec. 32 is 
amended to authorize the Secretary of the Navy to 
establish such grades and ratings as may be pessary 
for the proper administration of the enlisted persénnel of 
the Navy and Marine’Corps. Sec. 45 is amended to per- 
mit the Secretary of the Navy to lend to recognized 
scientific schools, for educationa: purposes only, scien- 
tific instruments and material belonging to the Navy 
Department which are not in use or have become obso- 
lete. 
The Marine Corps is now included in the provisions of 
Sec. 58 allowing in the. settlement of accounts of dis- 
bursing officers of the Navy payments made by them for 
civilian outfits furnished enlisted men of the Navy upon 
discharge for bad conduct, ete., since Nov. 13,1917. The 
strength of the Marine Corps is established at 27,400 en- 
listed men in Sec. 66, which is sixty-seven less than the 
permanent strength given in the origingl bill, and is the 
same as provided in the Naval Appropriation bill as 
amended by the Serate and now in conference. 

Par. 3 of Sec. 66 (Marine Corps provisions) relating 
to the transfer of temporary officers to the permanent 
Service is amended in the latest print of the bill to the 
extent that if any person who served honorably as an 
officer of the Marine Corps or Marine Corps Reserve on 
active duty between April 6, 1917, and the date of the 
passage of the act be found not qualified for permanent 
appointment in any commissioned grade [provided in 
the paragraph], such person “may be appointed in the 
grade of warrant officer, Marine Corps.” The two para- 
graphs, each numbered ten in the, original draft of Sec. 
66, and concerning all permanent} promotions that may 
accrue after June 30, 1920, have been stricken out of 


the bill. 
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NATIONAL GUARDSMEN IN THE B.0.T.C. 


On inquiries from Governors of several states and 
many members of the National Guard as to whether a 
man may belong to both the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and the National Guard, Secretary of War Baker 
on May 3 ruled that a man may belong to both the Na- 
tional Guard and the R.O.T.C., and he directed that 
Subparagraph (s) Paragraph 24, Special Regulations, 44, 
War Dept., 1919, be changed accordingly, Heretofore 
students who were members of the National Guard could 
not enroll for training in the R.O.T.C. Under this pro- 





vision they may enroll and get credit for the wir 
number of drills of a member of the National Guard 


even though absent from the National Guard station, 
but they will not get pay for the drill unless actually 


resent. 
A Members of the National Guard may be excused from ‘ 


duty with their unit during the period they are required 
to attend the summer camp of the R.O.T.O, prescribed as 
compulsory for members of the senior division. The 
may, however, be required to attend both the ROTO. 
and National Guard camps the same year at the option 
of the Governor of the state if the times camps are 
held do not conflict, and draw pay for both, 

There are a total of 14 Reserve Officers’ Training 


Corps units in operation at 245 institutions in all states ~ 
in the Union, the District of Columbia, the Hawaiian Is- 
lands and Porto Rico. The courses of instruction now in- 
clude the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery, Motor Trans- 
portation, Engineering, Signal Corps and Ordisance 
duties. Some Air Service instruction will be undertaken 
at the beginning of the next school year. The enrolment 
in the R.O.T.C. at the present time totals 114,674 with 
preetesd in .the senior division and 57,707 in the junior 
ivision. 


ALLOCATION OF SIGNAL COMMUNICATIONS. 

The War Department policy in relation to signal com- 
munications, by direction of the Secretary of War, was 
transmitted for the information of the Service on April 
29 as follows: 

(1) Signal Corps troops shall install, maintain ané@ 
operate all lines of information within. the Army, army 
corps and division; except as hereinafter indicated. (2) 
Infantry troops shall install, maintain and operate al 
lines of.intormation within the Infantry brigade, includ- 
ing Infantry brigade headquarters. (3) Artillery troops 
shall install, maintain and operate all lines of informa- 
tion within the Artillery brigade and anti-aircraft bat- 
talion, including the brigade and anti-aircraft battalion 
headquarters. (4) Cavalry troops shall install, maintain 
and operate all lines of information within the mig | . 
brigade, including Cavalry brigade headquarters. (5 
Engineer troops shall instail, maintain and operate all 
lines of information within the Engineer regiment, in- 
cluding Engineer regimental headquarters. (6) Tank 
troops shall install, maintain and operate all lines of {n- 
formation within the tank battalion, ineluding tank bat- 
talion headquarters. (7) Infantry or Cavalry troops as- 
signed to machine gun battalions shall install, maintain 
and operate all lines of information within the machine 
gun battalion, inéluding machine gun battalion - 
quarters. (8) Air Service troops shall install, nefatein 
and operate all lines of information within the following 
headquarters: Army Air Service headquarters and gen- 
eral headquarters, Reserve —Air Service . headquarters; 
also within the following units: Air Service fields, air- 
dromes, aircraft and balloon companies; shall wire con- 
necting line from each of the above to the proper toll 
switching centers and have charge of Air Service alert 
radio nets. (9) Coast Artillery troops shall operate and 
maintain all lines of information, signal and meterologi- 
= apparatus pertaining exclusively to the coast de- 
enses. 

_ (10) The Signal Corps shall be charged, under the 
direction of the Seeretary of War, with the development 
of all signal equipment; of books, papers, and all signal 
devices including such meteorological instruments as are 
necessary for military purposes; of the procurement, 
preservation and distribution of such of the above sup- 
plies as are assigned to the Signal Corps for procure- 
ment and distribution by existing orders and regulations. 

In order to insure the proper and uniform operation of 
all lines of information throughout the Army, it shall be 
the duty of all signal officers especially detailed for the 
purpose by the Chief Signal Officer or the higher unit 
commander to call to the attention of the appropriate 
commanders all violations of technical rules and regula- 
tions as to the use and operation of signal equipment 
which may come to their attention. All commanders 
make the fullest use of the technical knowledge of their 
signal officers to the end that uniformity shall obtain 
throughout the Service. 

The Signal Corps shall further be responsible, acting 
through the appropriate commanding general of the 
Army, army corps or division, for general supervision of 
radio operations, enforcement of operation regulations, 
co-ordination and standardization of all radio operatio 
and assignment of call letters, wave lengths, systems an 
audible tones. The Secretary of War further directs that 
Paragraphs 1556 and 1558, Army Regulations, be 
amended accordingly. 





SCHEDULE OF THE U.S. ATLANTIC FLEET. 

The complete schedule of drills and movements of the 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet, prepared under the dirction of Ad- 
miral Henry B. Wilson, U.S.N., commander-in-chief, in- 
cludes big gun practice and speed trials when the fleet 
leaves New York on May 17. This schedule is later 
than that which appears under the heading “U.S. Atlan- 
tic Fleet at New York,” on page 1104, this issue. Bat- 





’ tleship Squadron 2 will be on duty in connection with 


the midshipmen’s practice cruise. Battleship Divisions 
5 and 7 en route to the Southern drill grounds will have 
full power trials. Following arrival there will be day 
and night torpedo defense, spotting practice, anti-air- 
eraft spotting practice, night 14-inch spotting practice, 
with day spotting practice, 12-inch and 14-inch. 

The fleet will arrive at Hampton Roads, Va., at 8 a 
May 29, for inspection, recreation and officers to atten 
the graduation exercises at the U.S. Naval Academy. 
On return to the Southern drill und there will be 
preparation for target practice and the ships will be em- 
ployed in tactical exercises. From June 14 to June 18 
there will be long-range battle practice. From June 21 
to June 25 there will be fire division practice. On the 
latter date the battleships will disassemble, the Nevada 
going to the Norfolk Navy Yard for overhaul, the Utah 
and Florida to the North river, New York, to allow their 
complements leave and recreation. The North Dakota 
will proceed to the New York Navy Yard for overhaul, 
and the Delaware to the Boston Navy Yard for inspec 
tion by a board of inspectors and overhaul. 

The Dolphin, Des Moines, Niagara and Sacramento, 
of Cruiser Squadron 1, will operate in West Indian wa. 
ters under direction of the Navy Department; the other 
vessels of the squadron will go to the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard in reduced commission. Destroyer Squ n 1 will 
also go to Philadelphia in reduced commission, and De- - 
stroyer Sqtfidron 3 will be based on Narragansett Bay 
for training. From May 17, 1920, to Jan. 4, 1921, a 
month’s leave for every vessel in Destroyer.

PROVIDING FOR DISABLED SOLDIERS. 

By way of reply to the many attacks that have been 
made on the Government’s plans and methods of caring 
for officers, men, and women nurses, of the Army and 
Navy who were disabled in the World War, which at- 
tacks have resulted in an investigation of the work in 
this field by the House Committee on Education, the 
War Department has issued through the Office of the 
Chief of Staff a long and detailed statement of its work 
along this line. The statement declares that “there has 
never been before in the workl’s history so generous 
provisions for the care, compensation and re-education 


of disabled soldiers as those made by the United States 
for its soldiers disabled in the World War, these pro- 
visions applying equally, of course, to sailors, marines 
and nurses.” While critics of the rehabilitation plans 
do not deny this general statement it is the method of 
administering it that has come under their fire; and 
after giving a general outline of the Government's whole 
plan the War Department’s statement replies to this 
angle of attack with the following explanations : 

“The total Army casualties resulting from the war 
were approximately 235,000 of whom 39,000 were killed 
on the field, legving 196,000 admitted to hospital. Of 
this latter number 13,000 died, and approximately eighty 

r cent. were returned to duty without any disability. 

‘0 the number requiring vocational rehabilitation be- 
cause of combat casualties should be added those un- 
fitted for their former employment by reason of disabil- 
ity resulting from sickness contracted in the Service, 
The figures for this class are not definitely known. The 
principal representatives of this class would be those 
with arrested or quiescent tuberculosis, which class is 
comparatively numerous. Of this number a large per- 
centage have had, or are now receiving, occupational 
training in military hospitals or the hospitals of the 
Public Health Service. Another large percentage would 
be able to resume their former occupations without new 
educational work, and still another group consists of 
men who, though possibly in need of rehabilitation, re- 
fuse to undertake it. Of the remainder, the Federal 
Board for Vocational Training states that on April 1, 
1920, 35,000 had been placed in vocational training and 
a considerably larger number had been approved for 
training. The War Department is vitally interested in 
the welfare of every man who has served in its forces 
during the World War. It has endeavored to co-operate 
full-heartedly with the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
the Federal Board of Vocational Training and the Pub- 
lic Health Service. The activities of these three agen- 
cies are of course outside of the jurisdiction of the War 
Department, and such activities commence to apply only 
after the man is discharged from the Army and becomes 
a civilian. At the same time the War Department has 
striven earnestly to be helpful to the discharged soldiers 
and to see that every man disabled or claiming disability 
was given full information concerning the provisions that 
the Government made for him. 

“The difficulties in paying family allotments, family 
allowances, compensation and War Risk Insurance due 
to errors of the soldier himself, and to the frequent 
changes of residence of his family without giving any 
notice of changed address, are not fully appreciated by 
the general public or the soldiers themselves. To illus- 
trate the difficulties involved example may be made of 
the one item of duplicate names alone. It should be 
noted that the Johnston family had 53,200 men in the 
United States forces; the Smiths 51,900; the Browns 
48,000; the Williams 47,000; the Jones 28,000; the An- 
dersons 22,000; the Walkers 18,500, and the Millers 
2500. There were fifty-two John J. O’Briens, fourteen 
of whom made allotments to. wives named Mary; 2,138 
John Jehnstons and 2,032 William Johnstons: The 
Rod: z family from Porto Rico sent 894 men having 
onlg # ven first names, Domingo, Francisco, Jose, Juan, 
Ramon, Tomas and Antonio. There were fifty-one Jose 
Rodriguez in the 374th Infantry alone.” 

Evidence brought out during the hearings on the con- 
duct of the Federal Board for Vocational Training be- 
fore the House Committee on Education on April 29 by 
Dr. James P. Munroe, vice president of the Federal Board 
for Vocational Edneation, showed that up to March 
27 registrations of disabled men who desired vocational 
training provided by the Government numbered 206,666. 
Of this number contact had been established with 174,- 
196 in the various vocational offices throughout the 
United States. Surveys have been made by the agents 
of the Federal Board of 141,953 disabled soldiers. Ap- 
provals for training have been given in 58,099 of these 
eases by the representatives of the board and of this 
number 33,686 are in training. These men are enrolled 
in 308 courses given at 1,495 -institutions and in 4,051 
commercial and intlustrial establishments. 

From these figures it would appear that approximately 
24,000 disabled soldiers whose cases have been approved 
by the board have not yet begun their training, a condi- 
tion that is being improved to a marked extent, it is to 
be believed, from Dr. Monroe’s statement that during 
March the number of soldiers put in training wag 4,446, 
which was a sixty-nine per cent. increase over the rec- 
ord of men put in training in February. The witness 
called attention to the opposition to the vocational train- 
ing system existing throughout the country. He also

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SUCCESSFUL PIGEON FLIGHTS. 


Great success has been attained by the U.S. Signal 
Corps in flights of homing pigeons from lofts at Quarry 
Heights, Fort Randolph, Toboga Island, Panama Canal 
Zone, and other places, *h both day and night flights. 
The birds have been used to great advantage in free bal- 
loons and are considered by the majority of the pilots 
as an indispensable part of the regular equipment for a 
safe balloon ascension. Among the successful flights as 
officially reported@was the following: 

On March 29 Lieut. Harold BE. Weeks, Air Ser., flew 
from San Pedro to San Diego in a seaplane, carrying 
four of the birds with him. Two birds were released 
by Lieutenant Weeks at altitudes ranging from 1,000 to 
2,000 feet, while traveling at the rate of eighty miles per 
hour, with messages telling of the progress of the flight. 
The birds made an excellent “get-away” from the plane, 
flying back to the loft at the rate of 800 yards per min- 
ute. The birds were released five miles out at sea. The 
seaplane was of the twin motored tractor type, Navy 
A-10, using Liberty motors. This plane,is one of the 
regular mail planes flying between San Diego and San 
Pedro. Fourteen men were carried during this flight. 
The birds were liberated through the shiding panels in 
the body of the plane astern of the wings. This method 
seems to be much better than tossing the birds from the 
front cockpit, as there is a great possibility of the bird 
being struck by a propeller, wing or a strut. 

Twelve U.S. Signal Corps carrier pigeons bearing mes- 
sages from Secretary of War Baker to Lieut. Gen. R. L. 
Bullard, U.S.A., commanding the Eastern Department, 
and released at Washington, D.C., on May 5, arrived at 
Camp Vail, N.J., their objective, on May 6, the first 
bird reaching its homing cote at 9:43 o’clock in the 
morning, having started his flight at 4:50 o’clock in the 
afternoon of the previous day. He is named “Pershing.” 
The remaining eleven birds were released at half-hourly 
intervals. ‘The flight distance was 200 miles. None of 
the birds showed signs of fatigue, but their flight was 
not without stop, for it is said that when darkness fell 
the birds simply roosted in trees until daylight of the 
following morning, when they at once “carried on.” 
The message they bore related to the prize’ awards in 
the Army national school essay contest, which were 
awarded in Washington on May 5 by Secretary of War 
Baker, together with Gen. Peyton C. March and Major 
yen. P. C. Harris as noted elsewhere in this issue.

NAVY GENERAL ORDERS. 


INSIGNIA ON NAVAL AIRCRAFT. 
G.O, 523, March 25, 1920, Navy Dept. 

This order cancels G.O. 498, relating to placing insignia 
on nayal aircraft, and gives new instructions relating there §?. 
In brief the wing or envelope insignia is a red circle inside 
of a white pointed star, inside of a blue circumscribed circle. 
The tail insignia consists of three equally wide bands, parallel 
to the vertical or horizontal axis of the airplane or airship. 
The forward band is blue, the center band white, and the aft 
band red. The shades of red, white, and blue used are, in 
each case, the same as those used in the United States ensign. 
In addition to the above insignia the building letter and 
number and, in the case of airships, the words ‘‘U.¢. NAVY’’ 
and class letters and numbers, shall be applied”in a pre- 
scribed manner. — Detailed specifications to govern the location 
of, and ——-* * applying, insignia and markings prascribed 
in this order will be issued by the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair. 

USE OF IRONS IN“NAVAL SERVICE. 
G.O. 524, March 25, 1920, Navy Dept. 

1. The attention of all commanding officers is called to thaé 
part of the act of Feb. 16, 1909, Sec. 8, quoted under Art. 30, 
Articles for the Government of the Navy, page 37, Naval

Changes in the Naval Personnel bill appear on page 
1115; Senator Kahn’s Aerial Defense bill on page 1105. 
Progress of the Pay Increase bill and other Service legis- 


lation is noted on editorial pages. 
The Senate on April 26 received a letter from Acting 


. Secretary of War Crowell, enclosing a list giving the 


names, rank, compensation they received as civilians, 
departments from which they were appointed and their 
total monthly compensation as officers, of officers in the 
War Department who were employed in the civil branch 
of the Government when commissioned. ‘The letter and 
list were sent in compliance with S.R. 236 of Dec. 11, 
1919, calling for this data. The list contains the names 
of 582 officers. They range in rank from second lieu- 
tenant to colonel. The lowest salary drawn in civil life 
was that of an officer now holding the rank of major, 
who received $1 per year,. being connected with the 
Council of National Defense, and the highest a lieuten- 
ant colonel, who was appointed from the Department of 
Justice, Philippine Islands, and whose annual compen- 
sation as a civilian was $10,000. The letter and state- 
ment were referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 


To Refund Duties on Field Kitchens. 

The Cemmittee on Claims on April 28 reported favor- 
ably H.R. 6171 authorizing the refund of duties col- 
lected on ficld kitchens imported in 1916, stating that 
“it is perfectly evident that neither the Treasury De- 
partment nor the War Department have any desire what- 
ever to retain duties which may have been paid on 

rtable kitchens turned over without expense to the 
War Department or to the National Guard mobilized 
under the President's direction.” 

Vocational Rehabilitation. 

The Committee on Education and Labor, to which was 
referred the bill (H.R. 12266) to amend an act entitled 
“An act to provide for vocational rehabilitation and re- 
turn to civil employment of disabled persons discharged 
from the military or naval forces of the U.S.,” ete., ap- 


proved June 27, 1918, as amended by act of July 11, ~ 


1919, increasing the amount for maintenance and sup- 
port of persons pursuing courses of training and reha- 
bilitation from $80 per month to $100 for a single man 
and $100 a month to $120 for a married man, having had 
the same under consideration, report favorably thereon 
with the recommendation that the bill pass without 
amendment. The report says: 4 
“The committee heard no testimony, but had before it 
the testimony taken by the House committee. The bud- 
gets submitted and printed in the House hearings were 
conclusive of the needs of the proposed relief. The tes- 
timony of members of various associations, such as the 
American Legion, the World War Veterans, the Carry- 
On Association, is to the same conclusion. Evidence 
was presented to show that charitable institutions had 
interested themselves to gather funds to assist those in 
training. 363 
“There are at present over 25,000 boys in training. 
The period remaining to complete the training is not de- 
termined. but will be determined by the institutions 
where training is given and by the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education. The total amount to meet the 
$20 per month additional depends upon the time yet re- 
uired. It is estimated that this bill will add at least 
$5,000,000. Whether or not the full amounts are to be 
paid rests on the judgment of the Vocational Board.” 











BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. Res. 954, Mr. King.—Directing the Secretary of the Navy 
to report to the Senate whether or not it is necessary or would 
be advantageous for the U.S. to acquire oil lands in foreign 
countries for naval purposes, and, if so, what steps should be 
taken to acquire such lands. 

S. 4305, Mr. Trammell (for Mr. Fletcher).—That widows of 
soldiers of the various Indian wars who are now in receipt of, 
or entitled to receive under existing law, a pension of less 
than $20 per month, shall, from the passage of this act, be enti- 
tled to and shall be paid a pension at the rate of $20 per 
mormth. 


H.J. Res. 347, Mr. Hayden.—Repealing all wartime acts and 
joint resolutions of Congress which have been passed since April 
6, 1917, and which by their terms are to be effective only for 
the period of the war or for the present or existing emergency, 
or until a treaty of peace should be ratified, or until the, proc- 
lamation by the President of the ratification of a treaty of 
peace. All such acts and resolutions, which by their terms are 
to be effective only during and for a specified period after the 
war or such present or existing emergency, or the ratification of 
such treaty of the proclamation by the President of the ratifica- 
tion of such treaty, are hereby repealed, such repeal to be 
effective upon the final passage of the resolution. 

H.J. Res. 318, Mr. Stedman.—Ccrrecting the records of cer- 
tain naval and marine officers who joined the Confederate 
forces, and providing that every officer or midshipman in the 
U.S. Navy or Marine Corps who was dismissed therefrom solely 
because he left such service in order to join, or because he 
joined, the Confederate forces for service during the Civil War, 
shall be held to be considered to have duly resigned. The Secre- 
tary of the Navy is authorized and directed to make proper 
entry on the records of such officers and midshipmen. Provided 
that no such officer or midshipman shall be entitled to pension 
rights or pension status.

H.R. 13827, Mr. Evans.—That all acts and joint resolutions 
of- Congress which have been passed since April 6, 1917, and 
which by their terms are to be effective only for the period of 
the war, or for the present emergency or existing emergency, or 
until a treaty of peace should be ratified, or until the proclama- 
tion by the President of a ratification of a treaty of peace, are 
hereby repealed; and all such acts and resolutions which by

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FORTIFICATIONS BILL TO CONFERENCE. 
Carries $18,833,442 in Appropriations. 

The Fortifications Appropriation bill (H.R. 13555), 
carrying $18,833,442, was passed by the Senate on April 
50_and sent to conference. The only increases over the 
amounts voted by the House were $400,000 in the item 
of armament of fortifications, and $150,000 in the appro- 
priation for proving grounds. ‘The unexpendcd appro- 
priations to be covered back into the ‘I'reasury have been 


increased from $800,534,992.93 to $800,615,139.13. New 
provisos added to the bill by the Senate are the fol- 
lowing: 

Provided, That the unexpended balances of the appropriations 
made for aviation purposes in connection with the seacoast de- 
fenses in the Insular Possessions in the a¢t approved Feb. 14, 
1917, are hereby made available until June 30, 1921: Provided 
further, That in the establishment of these stations the follow- 
ing limits of cost of structures are authorized but shall not be 
exceeded: For each barracks $40,000, for each post exchange 
$30,000, for each seaplane hangar $87,000, for each repair 
shop $30,000, and for each boat house and dock $24,000. 

Provided, That the unexpended balance of the sum of $155,- 
000 appropriated by the Act of July 8, 1918, “For the pur- 
chase or reclamation of land required for the defense of the 
Panama Canal,” is hereby continued and made available for 
obligation until June 30, 1921, and the Secretary of War may 
expend said balance or so much thereof as may be necessary 
for the purchase or reclamation of land required for the de- 
fense of the Panama Canal. 

Sec. 9. That no part of the moneys appropriated in this or 
any previous act shall be expended to abolish or remove from 
any one of the arsenals of the United States any permanent 
department or shop established by legislative act prior to April 
6, 1917, unless such removal is authorized by Act of Congress. 


To Continue Nitrate Plant. 


During the consideration of the bill by the Senate on 
April 30 an amendment was proposed to add to the item 
“Armament of Fortifications, $786,264,146” (which was 
to be covered into the Treasury) to read: “Provided, 
that unless specifically authorized by law no contract 
shall be entered into or obligation ineurred or additional 
work undertaken at or on account of United States Ni- 
trate Plants numbered One and Two, situate at or in 
the vicinity of Muscle Shoals, Ala., except for purely 
maintenance purposes.” 

This amendment, which was rejected, brought out a 
long discussion originated by Senator Underwood asking 
Senator Smoot, who was in charge of the bill, for what 
purpose this provision was put in the measure. Senator 
Smoot explained that this proviso was written as a re- 
sult of information received from Representative Gra- 
ham that bills were pending in Congress by which the 
Secretary of War would be empowered to form a semi- 
public corporation to operate U.S. Nitrate Plant No. 2 
as a fertilizer factery and calling for an appropriation 
of $12,500,000. It -was also shown that the Secretary 
of War had allotted $1,250,000 to be expended by the 
Ordnance Department for making changes and additions 
to the plant, these to include the development of a lime- 
stone quarry, the construction of coke bins, railroad 
tracks and trestles and other improvements in the’ plant. 
In view of the fact that the two bills above mentioned 
were pending and that the Select Committee on War 
Expenditures was to suggest certain recommendations 
regarding this plant, the contention of those in favor of 
the amendment was “that no further expenditure of 
money ought to be made at Muscle Shoals until the Con- 
gress passes upon these pending matters.” The informa- 
tion as to the proposed expenditures at the plant was 
given by Co]. James H. Burns, U.S.A., while testifying 
before a sub-committee of the Select Committee on War - 
expenditures. 

Senator Underwood, who vigorously opposed the 
amendment, criticized the action of the Committee on 
Appropriations in suggesting the amendment without a 
thorough knowledge of the subject it ‘concerned. He 
stated that the reason for proposing to form a corpora- 
tion, every share of stock of which would be owned by 
the Government, was the result of the experiences of the 
war in such matters both in the United States and in 
Europe. The formation of such a corporation would 
mean that the plant “could be more successfully run 
through a Government corporation than it could through 
a bureau of the Government.” He continued: “If the 
proposed corporation is organized nobody can make a 
dollar out of the proposition except the Government; 
nobody will be able to control it but the Government, 
for very director will be selected by the Secretary of 
War, voting the stock.” Mr, Underwood then reviewed 
the history of the nitrate plant, showing how it was au- 
thorized as a measure of war preparedness, since we had ° 
no supply of nitrates in this country and were wholly de- 
pendent on Chile for our supply. He admitted that the 
plant cost a great deal of money, about $70,000,000, but 
said that the plant had been built and was a going con- 
cern, The Ordnance Department had conceived the plan 
of buying a lime-rock gag, Boge raw material and the 
quarry had been bought. What was wanted was money 
to operate the quarry to the end that fertilizers could 
be made to sell to the farmers of the United States who 
were badly in need of such fertilizers. 

Our Chilean Nitrate Supply. 

“Mr. President,” Senator Underwood said, “there can 
be no more justification for that item in the bill than for 
a provision which would disband the Army of the United 
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States.” . He further-explained that “except as to a few 
‘small experimental plants, the absolute defense of” this 
country in time of war is dependent on a supply of nitro- 
gen coming from Chile; and if we became involved ‘in 
war with a country that could stop our communication 
by sea with the nitrate beds of Chile we would have to 
surrender because we would not have the powder to put 
in our guns.” Senator Gronna pointed out that the 
Government needed a great laboratory and the Muscle 
Shoals plant afforded opportunity for such an establish- 
ment as was conducted by governments abroad and pri- 
vate concerns in the United States. Senator Underwood 
maintained that to limit the appropriation solely’ for 
“maintenance” purposes would mean that the plant 
would become a dead one for maintenance did not mean 
operation. And in reply to Senator Smoot’s suggestion 
that the amendment be made to read “for maintenance 
and operation purposes” he said: 

“No, sir; I do not want any limitation. The Senator 
admits that he has only heard from one side of tl%s case; 
the great Ordnance Department, which has it in charge, 
were not called by the committee; the committee and the 





Congress have had no opportunity to hear from the Gov- 
ernment. There is but one thing that can be done prop- 
erly with this amendment, and that is to throw it out of 


the bill, and I am glad to hear the Senator say that he 
consents to its being thrown out of the bill.” 
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SUNDRY CIVIL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, H.R. 13870, 
which as moted last- week appropriates in all $428,- 
216,946, as reported to the House on April 30 carries the 
followiig among its provisions: 

Coast Guard Previsos. 

Coast Guard.—Not to exceed $2,000 for purchase, ex- 
change, maintenance, repair, and operation of motor-pro- 
pelled passenger-carrying vehicles, to be used only for 
official purposes. For pay and allowances for commis- 
sioned officers, cadets and cadet engineers, warrant offi- 
cers, petty officers, and other enlisted men, active and 
retired, temporary cooks and surfmen, substitute surf- 
men, and one civilian instructor, $5,776,000; for rations 
or commutation thereof for warrant officers, petty offi- 
cers, and other enlisted men, $1,381,000. For twelve 
clerks to district superintendents at rate not to exceed 
$1,200 each, $13,000; for fuel and water for vessels, sta- 
tions, and houses -ef refuge, $575,000; for outfits, ship 
chandlery, and engineers’ stores for the same, $678,000. 

For rebuilding and repairing stations and houses of 
Tefuge, leases, rent, etc., $300,000; for actual traveling 
expenses or mileage for officers, and actual traveling ex- 
penses for other persons traveling on duty under orders 
from Treasury Department, $175,000; for draft animals 
and their maintenance, $40,000; for coastal communica- 
tion lines and facilities and their maintenance, $35,000; 
for compensation of civilian employees in the field, 
$61,940. 

For contingent expenses, including communicatiun ser- 
vice, subsistence of shipwrecked persons suceored by the 
Coast Guard, wharfage, towage, freight, storage, repairs 
to station apparatus, advertising, surveys, medals, sta- 
tionery, labor, newspapers and periodicals for statistical 
purposes, and all other necessary expenses which are not 
included under any other heading, $105,000. In all, $9,- 
139,940. For repairs to Coast Guard cutters, $360,000. 

Such commissioned and warrant officers of the Coast 
Guard as may be designated by commandant of Coast 
Guard are authorized to administer such oaths as may 
be necessary in connection with recruiting. 

“Deck courts,” to consist of one commissioned officer 
only, may be ordered by or under direction of Secretary 
of Treasury for the trial of enlisted men in the Coast 
Guard for minor offenses now triable by Coast Guard 
courts; and said couris shall be governed in their or- 
ganization and procedure substantially in accordance 
with naval “deck courts,” and shall have the same power 
to impose punishment. 

The Coast Guard appropriations, the committee report 
indicates, were reduced by $2,594,968 from the amount 
asked for in the-estimates, 

Heretofore the Coast Guard has only had deck eourts 
when operating under the Navy. Administering of oaths 
has heretofore been canfined to officers commanding 
Coast Guard vessels, so that officers on recruiting duty 
in the interior have been compelled to employ notaries 
public or to send applicants for enlistment to some port 
where a Coast Guard vessel was on station. 


Bureau of War Risk. Insurance. 


The bill places directly under the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance all appropriations for the medical, surgical, 
and hospital services for beneficiaries of that bureau. For 
1920 and prior years appropriations for such purposes 
have been made to the Public Health Service in one sum 
available for the care of war-risk insurance patients and 
other beneficiaries of the Public Health Service and to 
the Bureau of War Risk Insurance in a lump sum avail- 
able for the payment of compensation for death or dis- 
ability and for medical, surgical, and hospital services. 
The appropriations to the Bureau of War Risk Insur- 
ance are made in two items; one of $125,000,000 for pay- 
ment of compensation for death or disability and another 
sum of $46,000,000 is recommended for the payment of 
medical, surgical, and hospital services, medical examina- 
tions, traveling expenses, etc. The latter appropriation 
is made available for allotment to the Public Health Ser- 
vice and the national soldiers homes for the care and 
maintenance of such beneficiaries of the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance as may be intrusted to them. Provision 
is also made for allotment to the Board of Managers of 
the National Soldiers’ Homes of funds for the alteration 
and improvement of existing facilities so as to provide 
adequate accommodations for war risk insurance bene- 


ficiaries. 





National Budget System. 

The committee recommends as Section 4 of the bill the 
provisions of the bill (H.R. 9783) entitled “An act to 
provide a national budget system and an independent 
audit of Government accounts, and for other purposes,” 
which passed the House on Oct. 21, 1919. The provisions 
and phraseology correspond word for word with H.R. 
9783 as it passed the House. 

Public Health Service. 

Public Health Service.—For pay, allowance, and com- 
mutation of quarters for commissioned medical officers, 
“Including the Surgeon General, assistant surgeons gen- 
eral at large not exceedingly three in number, and phar- 
macists, $856,000 is appropriated; for pay of acting as- 
sistant surgeons (non-commissioned medical officers), 
$275,000; for all other employees, $740,000. 

In all for pay and upkeep of the P.H.S. $3,034,500 is 
appropriated. For supplies, étc., the appropriation is 

,000, and there are additional appropriations fer 
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special purposes such as prevention of epidemics, scien- 
tifie investigations, etc. 
Sundry Items. 

The appropriation of $5,000 made in act approved Aug. 
1, 1914, for unveiling and dedicating the memorial to 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, including erecting. viewing 
stands and putting the grounds in sightly condition, is 
made available for removal of such. portion of the fence 
on the east side of the Botanic Garden as may be neces- 
sary to improve the surroundings of the memorial. : 

In connection with appropriation for artificial limbs it 
is provided that the Surgeon General of the Army is au- 
thorized. to pay not exceeding $125 for each artificial limb 
or apparatus for resection furnished in kind hereafter 
under provisions of Section 4787, Revised Statutes, as 
amended. 

The Secretary of War is authorized and directed to 
transfer without charge to the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers all the furniture and equipment 
in good condition, including hospital and medical sup- 
plies, quartermaster, motor transport and utilities, ord- 
nance and Signal Corps property, at Army General Hos- 
pital No. 43, at Hampton, Va., which is not required by 
the Army. ‘ 

The following persons shall be entitled to benefits of 
National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers: Hon- 
orably discharged officers, soldiers, sailors, and marines 
who served in the Regular, Volunteer, or other forces of 
the U.S. in any war in which the country has been en- 
gaged, in campaigns against hostile Indians, or who 
served in any of the extraterritorial possessions of the 
U.S., in foreign countries, including Mexican border ser- 
vice, or im the Organized Militia or National Guard when 
called into the Federal service, and who are disabled by 
diseases or wounds and temporarily or permanently in- 
capacitated from earning a living. ‘ 

The accounting officers of the Treasury are authorized 
and directed to allow and credit in the accounts of Major 
General (formerly Major of Cavalry) Jesse McI. Carter, 
U.S.A., the sum of $352.23 disallowed against him. 

The Secretary of the Interior in his administration of 
the National Park Service is authorized, in his discretion, 
to accept patented lands, rights ef way over patented 
lands or other lands, buildings, or other property within 
the various national parks and national monuments, and 
moneys which may be donated for the purposes of the 
national park and monument system. 

For expenses of the Council of National Defense 
$75,000 is appropriated.

Publications and printing, $250,000. 
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REVISING AND EQUALIZING PENSIONS. 

The bill (H.R. 9369) to revise and equalize rates of 
pension to certain soldiers, sailors and marines of the 
Civil War and War with Mexico, etc., as passed by the 
House in January last related to Civil War pensicns 
only, making the minimum Civil War pension $50 per 
month, but, as heretofore noted, the Senate on April 23 
before passing this bill made a number of amendments 
in the méasure and also extended its benetits to cover 


the pensioners of the War with Mexico and the War of 
1812. The House on April 26 accepted all the Senate 
amendments and on May 4 the President approved the 
bill as passed. It is in substance as follows: 

Ciwil and Mexican Warsa. 

H.R. 9369. Every person who served ninety days 
or more in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps during the Civil 
War and was honorably discharged, or served less than ninety 
days and was discharged for disability incurred in line of duty, 
or is now on pension rolls as a Civil War veteran, and every 
person who served sixty days or more in .the war with Mexico, 
or on coasts or frontier thereof, or en/route thereto, during the 
war with that nation, and was honorably discharged therefrom, 
and who is now in receipt of, or entitled to receive under ex- 
isting law,.a pension of less than $50 per month, shall, from 
and after passage of this act, be entitled to be paid a pension 
at rate of $50 per month. . 3 : 

Sec. 2. Every person who had service as in section above 
and who is now, or hereafter may become, by reason of age 
and physical or mental disabilities, helpless, or blind, or so 
nearly helpless or blind as to require the regular personal aid 
and attendance of another person, shall be entitled to and 
shall be paid a pension at rate of $72 per month. . 

Sec. 3. From and after approval of this act alt persons whose 
names ate on the pension roll, and who, while in service of 
U.S. in Army, Navy or Marine Corps during Civil War, and in 
line of duty, shall have lost one hand or one foot ‘or been to- 
tally disabled in same, shall receive pension at rate of $60 per 
month; lost an arm at or above elbow, or a leg at or above 
knee, or totally disabled in same, $65 per month; lost an arm 
at shoulder joint or a leg at hip joint, or so near shoulder or 
hip joint, or where same is in such condition as to prevent use 
of an artificial limb, $72 per month; lost one hand and one 
foot, or totally disabled in same, $90 per month. 

Sec. 4. The widow of any person who served in Army, Navy 
or Marine Corps during Civil War for ninety days or more, 
and was honorably discharged from such service, or regardless 
of length of service was discharged for or died in service-of a 
disability incurred in service and in line of duty, such widow 
having been married to such soldier, sailor or marine prior to 
June 27, 1905, shall be paid a pension of $30 per month. And 
this section shall apply to a former widow of any person who 
served for ninety days or more in Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
during Civil War and was honorably discharged from such 
service, or who, having so served for less than ninety days, was 
discharged for or died in service of a disability incurred in 
line of duty, such widow having remarried, either once or more 
than once after death of the soldier, sailor or marine, if it be 
shown that such subsequent or successive m&yrriage has, or 
have been dissolved, either by death of husband or husbands, 
or by divorce without fault on part of wife; and any such -for- 
mer widow shall be paid a pension at rate of $30, also $6 per 
month for each child of such officer or enlisted man under age 
of sixteen years, and in-case of death or remarriage of widow 
leaving a child or children of such officer or enlisted. man under 
age of sixteen years, such pension “shall be paid such child or 
ehildren until age of sixteen years: Provided, That case a 








minor child is insane,- idiotic or otherwise mentally +r physic- 
ally helpless, the pension shall continue during life of such 
child, or during period of such disability, and this proviso shall 
apply to all pensions heretofore granted or hereafter to be 
granted under this or any former statute: And provided fur- 
ther, That in case of any widow ‘whose name has been dropped 
from pension roll because af her remarriage, if the pension has 
been. granted to an insane, idiotic er otherwise helpless child, 
or to child or children under age of sixteen years, she shall not 
be entitled to renewal of pension under this act until that pen- 
sion to such child or children terminates, unless such child or 
children be a ‘member or members of her family and cared for 
by her, and ‘upon renewal of pension to such widow, payment 
of pension to such child or children shall cease. And provided 
further, That the rate of pensidn for the widow of any person 
who served in Army, Navy or Marine Corps of U.S. in the War 
of 1812, or for sixty days or more in the war with Mexico, on 
coasts or frontier thereof, or en route thereto, during the war 
with that nation, and was honorably discharged therefrom, shall 
be $30 per month. 

Sec. 5. All Army nurses of Civil War and all dependent 
parents of any officer or enlisted man who served in Civil War 
whose names are now on pension roll, or who are now entitled 
to pension under existing law, shall be paid pension at $30 
peg month. 

Sce. 6. The pension or increase of pension herein provided 
for, a8 to all persons now on pension roll, or now in receipt of 
pension under existing law, shall commence at rates herein 
provided, from date of the approval of this act, or under See. 2 
hereof, when requisite condition is shown to exist after approval 
of this act; and as to persons whose names are not now on 
pension roll, or who are not now in receipt of pension under 
existing law, but who may be erititled to pension under this act, 
such pensions shaJl commence from date of filing applicatien 
therefor in Bureau of Pensions in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Interior: Provided, That as to 
any former widow as mentioned in Sec. 4 hereof, who since 
death of her soldier, sailor or marine husband has remarricd 
either once or more than once, and such subsequent or sue 
cessive marriage has been dissolved, either by death of husband 
or husbands, or by divorce without fault on pam of the wife, 
and who field her application for pension under act of Sept. 8, 
1916, her pension shall commence from date when her original 
application was filed under that act in Bureau of Pensions, 
and shall be at rate in that act provided, with increase at rate 
or rates subsequently provided for widows of Civil War sol- 
diers, sailors and marines, and by this act from date or dates 
when such subsequent act or acts took effect or may hereafter 
take effect, it being intent and purpose to give to any guch 
widow same status as other widows of Civil War soldiers, 
sailors and marines who have not remarried, and from date of 
said act of Sept. 8, 1916. 

Sec. 7. Nothing in this act contained shall be held to affect 
or diminish the additional pension te those on the roll desig- 
nated as “The Army and Navy Medal of Honor Roll,” as pro- 
vided in act of April 27, 1916, but any increase here provided 
for shall be in addition thereto; and no. pension heretofore 
granted under any act, public or private, shall be reduced by 
anything contained in this act. 

Sec. 8. No claim agent or attorney or other person shall be 
recognized in adjustment of claims under this act, except in 
claims for original pension, and in such cases no more than $10 
shall be allowed for*servites in preparing, presenting or prose- 
cuting any such claim, which sum shall be payable only on 
the order of the Commissioner of Pensions; and any person 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this section, or shall 
wrongfully withhold from the pensioner or claimant the whole 
or any part of a pension allowed or due to such pensioner or 
claimant under this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall, for each and every 
offense, be fined not exceeding $500 or be imprisoned not ex- 
ceeding one year, or both, in the discretion of the court,

47TH NEW YORK DISBANDED. 


The 47th Regiment of Infantry of the New York Guard, 
which was originally organized in 1862 for serviee in the Civil 
War, has been ordered disbanded, and its place will be filled by 
the formation of a battalion of three-companies of mounted 
Engineers, which is a part of the quota of the state force re 
quired by War Department. The regiment under War Department 
regulations was a surplus Infantry organization. The officer to 
organize the new unit will probably be a former officer of the 
47th, whose name will be announced later. ‘This officer, how: 
ever, will not, it is understood, be assi to permanent com- 
mand, as the commanding officer must be an engineer. The new 
unit will require nineteen officers and 225 men. 

The 47th, which has not been in very good condition for some 
time past, has some 740 officers and men on its roll, and most 
of these will be honorably discharged. Its present commander is 
Col. W. J. Carlin, who has only been in command for -a rela- 
tively short period. The regiment served at Fort McHenry, 
Md., aud at Washington, D.0., during the Civil War, and 
served in Porto Rico during the Spanish War. During the 
World War the regiment performed guard duty in Maryland 
and Virginia, and wes later broken up to supply officers and 
men to other organizations of the 27th Division at Spartans- 
burg, Va. The skeleton of its officers and men left were used 
to organize the 53d Pioneer Infantry. Among the former prom: 
inent officers who were in command of the 47th in old days 
were the late Brig. Gen. W. H. Brownell, and Brig. Gen. Jolin 
G. Eddy, late commander of the 2d Brigade. Col. E. E. Jan- 
nicky was its commander when it entered the Federal service 
for the World War. The regiment took part in the draft riots 
in New York city in 1863, the railroad riots of 1877, the Fire 
et disturbance in 1892, and the Brooklyn trolley strike of

Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, U.S.A., Superintendent of 
the U.S.M.A., reviewed the 69th Infantry, New York Guard, 
in its armory in New York city May 6 before an enthusiastic 
audience which taxed the capacity of the building to its 
utmost..

At @ recent meeting of the National Guard Association f 
Massachusetts in Boston, Col. Willis M. Stover, former co 
marder of the old 5th Infantry, which, with the 6th and 8th, 
Wu. , «< Out of existence under the new National Guard reor- 
ganization plan now being put in foree by Adjutant General 
Jesse F. Stevens, severely criticised the proposed new system. 

His statement that the state was making an egregious Vlun- 
der in breaking up the old military organizations that have 
been in existence for seventy-five or a hundr 
eliminating the sentiment: and fraternal feeling that was one of 
the chief factors im maintaining their cohesion and morale, was 
seconded by Brig. Gem, E. Leroy Sweetser, president of the 
association, who said that had his former point of view been 
the one which he now holds he “never would have gone through 
the state attempting to quiet the indignation which followed the 
move to obliterate the identity of these organizations.” 

General Sweetser opposed the new plan on the ground, 
among others, that it provided for a number of auxiliary, 
branches that would be utterly useless and of great expense to 
the state. He maintained that Infantry regiments were, the 
mest valuable arm to the state. Adjutant General Stevens out- 
lined the reorganization plans, saying that it had been foun 
impossible to reorganize on the old lines on account of the 
advisability of adhering to geographical limits. 

Ten officers who served in the 26th Division, U.S.A. (New 
England) have been certified to the command of various units 
in the new Massachusetts National Guard division, by the 
State Military Service Commission. No brigade commanders 
have thus. far been named or definitely decided’ upon. Mean- 
time Col. Edward L. Logan is acting commander of the 5lst 
Infantry and Col. John H. Sherburne of the 51st.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


We have been officially informed from Division Headquarters 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard that the strength report of 
March 31, 1920, indicated that 3,580 men had been actually 
examined and enlisted; this did not include enlistments for one 
of the Artillery regiments, any of the trains, nor one machine 
gun battalion. Five hundred forty officers have been appointed 

and accepted, of these practically everyone held a commission 
during > World War, most of them with the division in the 
A.E.F. No officers or men are being accepted who do not meet 
the Regular Army requirements as to physical examination and 
mental qualifications, nor are any men being accepted who have 
dependents. 

Up to April 28, thirteen units have asked for Federal recog- 
nition, and by the first of June it is expected that the organiza- 
tion of the Cavalry regiment will have been completed, and by 
the same date four Infantry regiments and many individual 
. atteries of the Artillery Brigade will be ready for Federal ree- 

gnition. Division Headquarters is endeavoring to select all 


oubeanl and as many non-commissioned officers as possible from 
man who have had hattle experience; by this method it is 
hoped to supply experienced teachers and instructors for the 
young men enlisting who have had little or no military experi- 
ence, 

It is not the intention of Major Gen. William G. Price, jr., 
the division commander, to ask for waivers for any officers over 
the age limit of their respective rank, nor who are not qualified

lations, nor for men who cannot meet the physical requiféments * 


set forth for enlistment in the Regular Army. It is expected to 
present the complete division for recognition during the sum- 
mer, composed of officers and men who could be accepted for 
service without. being depleted, by even a man, at any re-exam- 
ination which might be thought necessary.

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AIR SERVICE NOTES. 
Changes in Headquarters Personnel. 


Lieut. Col. Charles DeF. Chandler, A.S., in addition 
to his other duties, has been appointed assistant to the 
chief of Training and Operations Group in matters per- 
taining to lighter-than-air activities.

Cavalry Error Corrected from Airplane. 

Reports to the Army Air Service tells of an experi- 
ence of the 14th U.S. Cavalry recently on a_ march from 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, to Fort Ringgold, in which 
an airplane passing overhead figured. The aerial ob- 
server detected an error in the direction taken by the 
troops on the march. The observer noted that after hav- 
ing passed through San Antonio the troops were follow- 
ing what is known as the Somerset road instead of the 
Frio City road. He immediately notified them of the 
error by dropping. a message in front of the moving col- 
umn and the troops detoured to the correct road. Re- 
turning to Kelly Field a map showing the route to 
Fort Ringgold was supplied and this was dropped in the 
middle of the Cavalry column twenty-five minutes later. 


Aerial Ambulance Tests Successful. 

The first U.S. D-4 ambulance airplane has undergone 
successful tests at Dayton, Ohio. It was designed by A. 
V. Verville, Air Service aeronautical engineer, and de- 
veloped at McCook Field. Primarily the Service needs 
for such a type are for transporting wounded or stranded 
aviators, for carrying patients between fields, first-aid 
hospitals and general hospitals. ‘The machine has ac- 
commodation for pilot and two patients, who are laid 
in Stokes’ Navy litters placed horizontally in fuselage. 
An auxiliary semi-cockpit —— transport and ac- 
commodation for a medical officer. The airplane is 
equipped with reversible pitch propeller to facilitate 
ease of landing within restricted areas and to stop after 
landing within the shortest possible distance. It is fin- 
ished in white, with Air Service insignia at either wing 
tip; Red Cross insignia on either side of fuselage, radia- 
tor, center of top and bottom section of fuselage. The 
medical caduceus insignia has been placed on either side 
of the rudder. 

Services Duplicating Expenditures. 


General Mitchell repeated his statements before the 
committee on May 4 and made the additional charge 
that $11,000,000 is being expended by the Army and 


Navy in duplication of aviation activities. A plane suf- 
ficient to carry seven machine guns and a 37-millimeter 
cannon is now under construction at Dayton, Ohio, for 
the Army, said General Mitchell, in emphasis of the 
Army’s aerial preparation for combat purposes. 

General Menoher submitted a definite plan for devel- 





oping the Air Service. With the assistance of 500 Re- 
serve flying officers, to be on continuous duty, General 
Menoher stated that by an added appropriation of ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 annually it would be possible for 
the Air Service to train yearly 2,500 cadets. At the end 
of their training a percentage of this personnel would 
be taken into the active Service and others would be 
placed on the Reserve and inactive list. Such a system 
as this, declared General Menoher, seems to be the only 
practical one for the upbuilding of the Air Service, which 
is due to play an important part in future wars, and 
which is the country’s best form of preparedness, he 
added. 

Chairman Wadsworth presented a letter from Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels, who believes that the present 
provisions of the appropriation bill will interfere with 
the proper development of the Navy’s aerial navigation. 


New Wind Compensator for Turret Guns. 


A mechanical means of counteracting the pressure of 
wind on an aerial observer’s guns has been perfected by 
the Armament Section of the Engineering Division, Air 
Service, McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio. Plight tests to 
determine the actual gun resistance at varying speeds 
demonstrated that this wind resistance will mount to 
fifty-two pounds at 100 miles an hour air speed, and 
seventy pounds at 120 miles an hour air speed. The 
Armament Section investigated all forms of compensa- 
tion proposed, including ‘a French device designed for 
rather low speed, and developed an improvement of the 
French type with highly satisfactory results. This com- 
pensator was installed on the “ring mount” with twin 
Lewis guns in a DH-4 Army airplane. It neither adds 
any dead resistance to the plane, nor requires power to 
operate the turret. A spring acts to approximate the 
wind’s force in the opposite direction. The device is 
being made in two sizes, one rated 110-miles per hour, 
the other 130-miles per hour. They cover a theoretical 
air speed range of from twenty to 180-miles per hour, 
but may be used to practical advantage between air 
speeds of seventy-five and 140-miles per hour. The wind 
compensator does not interfere with the gunner’s full 
use of the cockpit space. The device weighs less than 
fifteen pounds. 

District Inspection by Airplane. 

Col. Alonzo Grey, U.S. Cav., commanding officer of 
the Arizona District, in the last week of April made an 
inspection of his district by airplane, with Lieut. Alex- 
ander Pearson, jr., 12th Aero Squadron, as pilot. The 
inspection covered the western half of the district from 
Douglas to Ajo and return. Colonel Grey is convinced 
that it is the only way that an idea of the terrain can 
be obtained in that section of poor roads and infrequent 
railroad connections. The flying time for the trip was 
four hours and twenty minutes. 

Navy Class Doing Combat Work. 

The class of officers of the U.S. Navy under instree- 
tion at the Army Pilot School, March Field, Calif., in 
command of Lieut. Comdr. E. W. Spencer, jr., U.S.N., 
has progressed to combat work with the SE-5 pursuit 
type airplane and the Thomas Morse scouts. They are 
also taking puff-target spotting, also instructions on the 
Vickers gun, having completed the Lewis and Marlin 
gun instruction. The class this week is at Ream Field, 
Calif., for instruction in aerial gunnery, using live am- 
munition,

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VOYAGE OF THE TRANSPORT AMERICA. 


A correspondent on the U.S. Army Transport America 
writes from aboard that vessel under date of Nagasaki, 
Japan, March 20, 1920, saying: “We have had a fine trip 
from New York, and our ship has attracted much atten- 
tion in all ports we have stopped at. Her great size, 
beauty of her lines and interior, and the comfortable 
quarters for her crew are among the special features of 
the fine ship. Capt. William Rind, her skipper, is a 
most capable sailor, and certainly knows how to handle 


her under all conditions. 

“During the voyage from ’Frisco to Manila we had a 
rough voyage. The transports Eddelyn and Grant, which 
were on our track, were both battered up by rough sea. 
We stopped in the mid-Pacific to help out a big sailing 
ship which had been 108 days out of Manila and was out 
of food and had lost much canvas in the gale she experi- 
enced. A number of her crew had been washed over- 
board. Major Charles MacDonald, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
the transport surgeon, had a very difficult surgical case 
during the stormy trip—a ruptured appendix: The trans- 
port was stopped for an hour during the operation, 
which proved a successful one, and the patient’s life was 
saved. The America should by all means be kept in the 
Army transport service. She is a splendid sea boat and 
everything is in the best of order. 

“In San Francisco, despite the prohibition laws, hard 
drinks could be had for $20 and $25 a quart. Panama 
was quite wet and a number of sailors succeeded in put- 
ting down the rum question quite well. 

“Among the passengers on board are Lieut. Col. Nor- 
man Wiley, General Staff, his wife and two children, en 
route from San Francisco to Manila. Colonel Wiley is 
an officer who has had a long experience in the Army 
and is very highly esteemed. 

“We had a fine week’s stay in Manila. Our entire crew 
had plenty of shore ‘leave and no one got into the hands 
of the port authorities, so well did they behave. Nearly 
all the crew are ex-Service men. Manila has changed so 
much since I was there in 1907 that I hardly knew the 
place. The city is clean, people are well dressed and 
have many American styles of clothing. English is 
spoken by nearly all natives. Their schools are fine and 
many new and attractive buildings have been erected. 
Governor Harrison is very popular with the Filipinos, 
and he has done much for them. The Army and Navy 
Club and the Manila Hotel are very fine. 

“As you know, the voyage of the America began at 
New York and from there went through the Panama 
Canal and from Panama we went up to ’Frisco, en route 
to Manila and Vladivostok. At Balboa we allowed the 
crew to go ashore and they all had a fine time. Among 
the notable features aboard the transport is the thorough 
law and order maintained on board and the splendid 
sanitation and general cleanliness. The executive officer 
is Lieutenant Fried, and he is most energetic in the per- 
formance of his duties. The U.S. transport officials at 
45 Broadway, New York city, under Colonel Phipps, cer- 
tainly deserve great credit for the way they have handled 
their part of the program. Capt. William Strait is 
the quartermaster of the ship and an officer of experi- 
ence who knows how to handle a large problem.

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AMERICAN WOMEN’S LEGION CONVENTION. 

The first national convention of the American Wom- 
en's Legion, which was organized on April 6, 1918, in 
San Francisco, with units in California and Arkansas, 
will be held at U.S. Marine Barracks, Washington, D.C.. 
May 13, 14, 15. National officers are to be elected and 
a constitution, heretofore tentative, adopted. The or- 
ganization now has units in twelve states and it is de- 
voting the greater part of its energy to aiding soldiers 
and sailors upon discharge from Army and Navy hos- 
pitals through loans whereby they may start in busi- 
ness for themselves. It is emphasized that this is busi- 
ness not charity. without the business law of mortgage 
being applied. The organization is independent and is 
not an auxiliary of the American Legion of ex-Service 
men. Mrs. W. C. Eustis, daughter of former Vice Presi- 
dent Levi P. "san is president of the American Wom- 
en’s Legion; the vice presidents are Mrs. Black, wife of 
Major Gen. W. M. Black, U.S.A.;: Mrs. Niblack, wife of 
Rear Admiral A. T. Niblack, U.S.N.; Mrs. Barnett. wife 
of Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C, 
Mrs. Baker. wife of Secretary of War Baker, and Mrs. 
Ianiels. wife of Secretary of the Navy Daniels, are hon- 
orary Pi - presidents. Miss Byrd Mock is secretary, and 
Mrs. C. Glover, jr.. treasurer. According to the secre- 
tary. wt will be pushed for organizing units among the 
Regular Service women in the various departments.

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().M. Corps HELPING DISCHARGED EMPLOYEES. 

Col. John S. Chambers, U.S.A.. assistant to the Quar- 
termaster General, has instituted a plan to aid the 800 
to 1,000 emplovees who, because of the decrease of ac- 
tivities in the War Department and the lack of appropri- 
ations available for the next fiseal year, are to be sena- 
rated from the Service in the Quartermaster’s office. 
Letters have been sent out to large firms and corpora- 
tions suggesting that these workers, who have gained 
valuable experience during two to three years of service, 
would in many instances solve employment problems. 
The idea has met a widespread welcome and among the 
first to specify the character of employees they want 
were the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Co., the American 
Express Co.. the E. I. DuPont de Nemours Co., Dicta- 
phone Co., the Literary Digest. White & Case, of New 
York, and Montgomery, Ward & Co., of Chicago. From 
the general acceptance of this opportunity to get skilled 
workers it is Colonel Chamber's belief that no employee 
who is separated from the Quartermaster General’s office 
and desires assistance will be without employment after 
July 1. The plan also affords the young men and young 
women the chance to secure employment near their homes 
or in cities in which they desire to locate. Firms that

ARMY MEN WELCOME IN THE AMERICAN LEGION.

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Air SERVICE OFFICERS MAKE PARACHUTE Drop. 
Major W. G. Schauffler, jr., first wing operations offi- 
cer, and Lieut. John H. Wilson, Air Ser., U.S.A., of the 


1st Bombardment Group, made parachute jumps on 
April 22 over Kelly Field, Texas, after having finished 
their instruction in the Air Service mechanics school in 
the construction, folding, packing and adjustment of 
parachutes. The jumps were made from a parachute 
ship piloted by Lieut. H. L. Weddington, Air Ser., from 
a height of 2,000 feet. Major Schauffler made the first 
jump and landed squarely in the middle of Field No. 2 
nirdrome. Lieutenant Wilson stepped off next and 
landed on the southern end of the same field. ‘The offi- 
cers said they waited until they had fallen clear of the 
plane about one hundred feet before pulling the rip- 
cord in order to get a “kick” out of it. In both cases 
the first ‘chute opened perfectly, and the reserve ’chute 
was only broken out when close to the ground, to lessen 
the falling weight. In both cases the jumpers declared 
there was no “kick” on landing, “not half the ‘kick’ you 
get when flying low over Texas mesquite on a rough, 
hot day.” 








VETERANS OF ForREIGN WARS. 

A campaign is now being conducted in the territorial 
limits of the Eastern Department of the Army to organ- 
ize a post of the Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States in each Army post, camp, station and coast de- 
fense, as well as_in the several district headquarters. 
The Veterans of Foreign Wars, an organization founded 
in 1899, and granted a federal charter by special act of 
Congress, is_composed entirely of those who have served 
under Old Glory in time of war or insurrection in for- 
eign lands or hostile waters. The present plan is to se- 
cure the active interest of an eligible officer or enlisted 
man to take immediate charge of the formation and or- 
ganization of the post, under the co-operation of the 
deputy chief of staff of the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
of the U.S., whose district comprises the Fastern De- 


partment of the Army. Further information desired may 
be obtained by addressing Andrew N. Segal, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United 
States, Governors Island, N.Y.

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British WARSHIPS FOR CHILI. 

The Chilian navy is to receive a substantial increase 
in ships from Great Britain, the latter power having 
agreed to turn over to Chili one battleship, one trans- 
port, and three torpedoboat destroyers of 1,800 tons 
each. The only battleship that Chili has at present is 
the antiquated Capitan Prat (1888), reconstructed in 
1890. During the World War Great Britain requisi- 
tioned two battleships building for Chili, one of them, 
the Almirrante Latorre, being renamed Canada. This 
vessel is a powerful craft with a full load displacement 
of 32,000 tons, a speed of 22.75 knots, and burns both 
oil and coal. Her main battery consists of ten 14-inch 
guns. This vessel is probably the battleship allotted to 
Chili, and the destroyers and the transport are taken 
over by Chili to replace the second battleship.
